Gentlemen of the Senate: 


I would be untrue to myself to withhold upon this occasion ex- 
pressions of ny thanks for the high and responsible position to 
which your generous partiality, rather than any peculiar fitness or 
merit of my own, has assigned me. Outside, then, of the mere 
conventionalisms of such occasions, I beg permission to present to 
you my sincere acknowledgements for your kindness, and to add 
that the best exertions of my poor ability shall be faithfully ex- 
pended in a conscientious discharge of the high duties in the Speak- 
ship of this honorable body. Unpracticed in the niceties. of Par- 
liamentary usage, l, in advance, appeal to every Senator for his 
assistance and support in the adjustment of questions that may 
arise to the embarrassment of our deliberations. 

‘The distinguished gentleman—now, alas ! no more—my personal 
friend and college companion, who last occupied this chair, dis- 
charged its duties with an ability which few may hope to equal, but 
which, nevertheless, his suecessors all should aspire to emulate. 

Senators, constituted by the chivalrous freemen of a great State 
a co-ordinate branch of the law-making power of their government, 
let us determine that no partizan feeling shall be brought into con-

January, 1858, and fifty thousand dollars (50,000) bonds issued for 
building the State Capitol, falling due first of April of the’ same 
year. Itis for the Legislature to determine whether these bonds 
shall be paid by imposing additional taxes on the people or out of 
the Stocks owned by the State. , 

I lay before you for examination thé original cost and present 
estimated value of the State Stocks, and also the value of the tax- 
able property and number of taxable polls, made out by the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury.

At the last session of the Legislature, an act was passed direct- 
ing the Governor and Comptroller to invest the dividends arising’ 
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from the stock in the Union and Planters Banks in the six per 
cent. bonds. We have received’ on account of said bonds one hun- 
dred and fifty-five thousand two hundred and forty-nine dollars and 
thirty-six cents; and have contracted with the Bank of Tennessee 
for the whole amount in bonds. 

As it becomes your duty to appoint a committee to examine the 
accounts of the Comptroller and Treasurer, 1 would therefore sug- 
gest that you direct the same committee to examine and report as 
to the amount received and disbursed under the act of 1853-4, 
chapter 44. : 

For the details of the State debt and the true condition of the 
Treasury, I most respectfully refer you to the report which will be 
made by the Comptroller of the Treasury. 


BANKS. 


The condition of the Bank of Tennessee will be fully set forth 
and made known in a report which will be made and submitted to 
the Geneial Assembly, by the President and Directors of thut in- 
stitution, at an early day It will be seen from a careful examina- 
tion of the report that the principal bank and branches have been 
conducted with great efficiency in the ordinary banking transac- 
tions, and especially so in collecting and securing a large portion. 
of what is called the suspended debt. More of this debt has been 
collected and secured in the last two years than at any tormer 

eriod. 

p In regard to this institution, I still adhere to my former opinion, 
as submitted to the last Legislature, that the principal bank and 
its branches ought to be put into gradual liquidation, and that the 
present is an auspicious time for such gradual liquidation, giving 
ample and reasonable time to all persons indebted to the institu- 
tion to make arrangements for paying the amount they may owe 
the principal bank and its branches. The process of winding up 
the institution at the present time can be made so gradual and 
easy as not to embarrass the indebted portion of the community 
in the smallest degree. : 

” A number of banks have gone into operation under alaw passed 
by the General Assembly of 1851-2, and others no doubt will soon 
commence. In addition to this, the last Legislature incorporated 
seven stock banks, which will more than supply the vacuum cre- 
ated by the withdrawal or the winding up of the Bank of Tennes- 
see, and furnish all the banking facilities needed by the whole com- 
mercial and business portion of the country. As the capital of the 
bank is withdrawn from circulation, it can be profitably invested 
in the bonds of the State, thereby again making its way into the 
general circulation, and at the same time creating a home market 
for the bonds of the State equal to the entire assets of the bank, 
The bonds are bearing an interest of six per cent. per annum, 
which will, in the end, yield a greater profit to the State, making it 
the safest and most judicious investment that can be made with the 
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the common schoo! and other funds, which now constitute the cap- 
ital of the Bank of Tennessee, and which is under the control of 
the Legislature. J 

If the State can in any resonable time, dispose of the stock owned 
in the Union and Planters Banks, upon good and safe terms, and all 
other stocks owned by the State in turnpikes or railroads, it would 
be equally wise, safe and judicious to make a like investment. with 
the proceeds of such stocks in the six. per cent bonds of the State. 
The number of internal improvement works which have been com- 
menced by the various companies, and which are entitled to aid by 
law from the State, and a number of others that in all probability 
will be commenced, which will require the issuance of a large 
amount of State bonds, amounting to many millions of dollars, 
will absorb the entire capital df the State Bank and the proceeds 
of all the stocks owned by the State, if they are invested in the 
‘bonds of the State as already indicated. 

The F ree Banking Law, as it is commonly called, requires revi- 
sion and amendment, and should be so modified as to require all 
applicants for banking privileges under it to deposit, as a greater 
security to note holders, with the Comptroller of the treasury, twen- 
five per cent more in bunds than they receive notes in, exchange 
for circulation. The note holders are entitled to this additional se- 
curity to meet any reasonable depreciation which may take place 
in the value and sale of the bonds of the State when thrown into 
market for sale. And, as a further protection to the community, 
there should be a law passed prohibiting the circulation of any 
bonk note of a less denomination than five dollars, in the State. 
We have seen within the last few years gold and silver driven al- 
most entirely out of circulation for all the ordinary business trans- 
actions of the country, by the excessive issue of small notes by-the 
various banks throughout the State. The passage of such a law 
would in a short time restore to circulation, for all ordinary purpo- 
ses, gold and silver, which cannot depreciate in the hands of the 
small and unsuspecting dealers, as is often the case with bank notes, 
by the depreciation of small notes or the breaking of banks. The 
necessity of the passage of such a law must be obvious to all, and 
it is wholly unnecessary for me to make any argument to the Le- 
gislature or to the country in its favor. 

There is one other suggestion that [ will make in regard to the 
Free Banking Law: the law should be so amended as to fix. de- 
finitely the rates at which notes should be discounted by all per- 
sons banking under that law, thereby making the discounts equal 
and uniform in banking operations throughout the State. 


TAX ON MERCHANTS. 


In my message to the last Legislature, the attention of that body 
was called to the subject of merchants’ taxes, and as no action wag 
28 
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then taken upon it, I again submit that portion of my message to 
your consideration : 

“There is some complaint with the mercantile interest, in conse- 
quence of the unequal and discriminating operation of our revenue 
laws regulating merchant’s license. The complaint is not without 
some foundation and good cause on their part. The law, as it now 
stands, requires all wholesale and retail dealers in merchandise in 
this State to pay into the treasury of the State one half per cent. 
on the invoice cost of goods vended by them. The main cause of 
complaint, as I understand it, is, that in the first place, the whole- 
sale merchant, by the revenue law, is rquired to first pay into 
the treasury the half of one per cent., or fifty cents on the 
hundred dollars. After the tax is paid by him into the treasury, 
the retail merchant then purchases the same goods of him and 
takes them to another establishment, in or out of the county 
where purchased, as the case may be, and vends them again; 
for which he is required to pay one-half of one per cent.. of 
fifty cents on the hundred dollars, into the treasury; which is. 
one per cent. paid to the State for the goods thus sold. By this 
process it will be perceived that the State lays a double tax on the 
goods purchased from the wholesale dealer within the limits of the 
State. The business retail dealer has no difficulty in understanding 
the operation, and finds it to his interest to go beyond the limits of 
the State to make his purchases, and thereby save the one-half 
of one per cent. in the purchase of his goods, or fifty cents on ev- 
ery hundred dollars. It must be obvious to all business men, that 
if the wholesale dealer is required first to pay the tax into the trea- 
sury, that when the retail merchant buys of him he must pay it 
back, and then when he makes sale of the goods, he must pay a 
like ‘amount into the treasury ; which is practically compelling the 
country merchant to pay a double tax to the State on the same 
goods; which, as a matter of course, makes it his interest to go be- 
yond the limits of the State to make his purchases, and become the 
customer of the foreign wholesale dealer, instead of the wholesale 
dealer at home ; and to that extent operates against our own com- 
mercial cities and commercial men. 

“Tt is most manifest to my mind that the practical effect of the 
revenue law, as it now stands, regulating merchants’ license, is to 
discriminate against the merchant at home and in favor of the one 
abroad. The subject is, therefore, submitted to your consideration, 
with the hope that the law will be so modified as to place the mer- 
cantile interest cf the State on an equal footing and in a field of 
fair competition with a like interest of the other States of the 
Union. 


NASHVILLE AND CHATTANOOGA RAILROAD. 


By the sixth section of an act passed February the 8th, 1854, 
chapter 31, it was made the duty of the Governor to endorse and -

guarantee the bonds of the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad 
Company in an amount not exceeding six hundred and fi'ty thou- 
sand dollars. Immediately after the passage of this law, the Pres- 
ident of the company presented six hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars in bonds of the company, which bonds were endorsed and 
guaranteed as the law prescribed. The bonds, were then delivered 
to the President of the company, he executing his receipt for them. 
Sometime after this the President and Mr. Edwin H. Ewing made 
application to the Governor for the endorsement and guarantee of 
ninety five thousand dollars more in bonds of the said company. 
The reason given for this application was that the bonds had been 
destroyed to the amount of ninety-five thousand dollars, they having 
been through mistake burned for other bonds, and presented as 
proof of the fact a certificate of the Cashier of the Bank of the Re- 
public of New York, together with the fragments or scraps of for- 
ty-three bonds, or that portion of them which contained the cou- 
pons; the body of the bonds containing the signature of the Pres- 
ident of the company and the endorsement of the Governor, be- 
ing entirely gone. The fragments or scraps of the bonds, presented 
as material proof of the fact of the bonds having been destroyed, 
were so discolored and charred by the action of the fire, that they 
afforded no proof that the Governor had ever seen or endorsed 
them, leaving no evidence before him but the certificate of the 
Cashier of the Bank of the Repnblic of New York, where the 
bonds had been burned through mistake. In this connection, how- 
ever, it is due to state that there is no class of evidence that 
could have been presented proving the loss or destruction of the 
bonds that would have induced the Governor, as the law now stands, 
to endorse and guarantee any additional number of bonds on ac- 
connt of their loss or destruction, there being. no law authorizing 
it to be done, The bonds had been once endorsed and guaranteed 
and delivered to the President of said company. This was deemed 
a complete execution of the law, leaving the Governor after its 
execution no control or discretion over the subject whatever. There 
is no law confeiring power on the Executive where bonds have 
been misplaced or destroyed, upon application to him, to issue 
other bonds in their place, whether they have been endorsed or 
loaned, held by companies or individuals. The exercise of such a 
power on the part of the Governor, in the absence of law, would 
be setting a dangerous precedent, which might open the door wide 
to fraud and peculation by all unscrupulous persons into whose 
hands the bonds of the State-might fall, which had been loaned to 
companies to aid in works of internal improvements, or those that 
had been endorsed or guaranteed for the same purpose. The se- 
cond or third holder of bonds which had been transferred by any in- 
ternal improvement company, in the event of the loss or destruc- 
tion of the bonds in his hands, would have the same right to apply 
to the Goveruor for the issuance of new bonds in consequence of 
the loss or destruction of the old bond, so transferred, that the

company had who first received the bonds from the State. It 
would be unsafe and dangerous to confer any such power on the 
Executive, thereby leaving it to his discretion to determine the na- 
ture and character of proof which would authorise him to.issue 
bonds in all cases where they might be represented as being lost or 
destroyed. All questions of this character should be provided for 
by direct legislation, and not left to executive discretion. 

Taking this view of the subject, the Governor declined to endorse 
and guarantee the ninety-five bonds already referred to. In refer- 
ence to the actual destruction of the bends in the present case, 
the Governor had no doubt of its having occurred as represented 
by the President of the company and Edwin H. Ewing, Esq., and 
at the time the application was made for the endorsement and 
guarantee of the bonds he felt more than anxious to accommodate 
them and the company, but declined doing so for the reasons al- 
ready given. The whole subject is therefore submitted for your 
consideration and action, and will be disposed of as you may here- 
after direct. ~ 


PUBLIC ROADS. 


I would also call your attention to my former recommendation 
on this subject: 

“Our whole system of public roads is exceedingly defective, per- 
haps more.so than in any other State in the Union, imposing the 
burden of keeping it up upon that portion of our fellow-citizens 
Teast able to bear it, and who have the least use for it after it is 
kept up. Many persons are compelled to work on the public roads 
many days in the year. who have not the time to spare to do so, 
without pay, and the necessities of whose families need the pro- 
ceeds of their entire labor for their support; while on the other 
hand there are many who are exempt by law from working on the 
public roads, who are either able, physically to work them, or pe- 
cuniarily to pay for having it done, and who derive the greatest 
benefit from good roads when they are made, by the enhanced value 
good roads impart to their propeity, and by increasing the comforts 
and facilities of traveling over them. In view of changing or mod- 
ifying our present system, I most respectfully call your attention to 
the system of keeping up public roads in the States of Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, where property and other taxes are levied for the 
purpose of keeping up the public roads and highways, and there- 
_ by carrying out the principle, that the individual who derives the 
greatest benefit from having them kept up, and in proper condition 
for the traveling public, shall pay correspondingly for the benefits 
thus conferred. All persons should contribute to the support of 
the government under which they live, in proportion to the protec- 
tion they may receive from it. Our present road system, it must 
be conceded by all, operates most unjustly and unequally upon the 
great mass of the people, and ought to be changed. I therefore 
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recommend to your consideration the pr opriety of so changing or 
modifying the present system as to conform it to the requirements 
of the public judgment and wants of the country, and that it be 
done during the present session of the Legislature.” 


NATIONAL HO MESTEAD. 


This important measure, by a large majority, has passed the pop- 
ular branch of our national Legislature twice in succession, and 
was lost both times in the Senate, which is conclusive that the pop- 
ular will demands the passage of such a law. I therefore call the 
attention of both branches of the Legislature to my recommenda- 
tion upon this subject, which was made to the last Legislature : 

“ I feel that I cannot conclude this message without urging upon 
your consideration the importance and propriety of instructing our 
Senators in the Congress of the United States, and requesting our 
Representatives to use all reasonable exertion to procure the pas- 
sage of a bill granting to every head of a tamily, who is a 
citizen of the United States, a ‘Homestead’ of one hundred and 
sixty acres of land, out of the public domain, upon condition of 
the settlement and cultivation for a number of years. This isa 
meastire of no ordinary consideration to the American people, and 
the correctness of its policy has been settled in the public judg- 
ment, and it would have been the law long before this time, had 
the popular will been carried out .by the Congress of the United 
States. I therefore hope that you will take such action as will re- 
flect the popular sentiment of the sovereign people of this State, 
and thereby contribute the weight of your influence to the consum- 
mation of this great measure.” 


JUDICIARY. 


I would most respectfully call your attention to my views upon 
this subject, as submitted to the last Legislature. I also transmit 
for eaxmination a copy of the bill referred to in my inessage :, 

“The true foundation of our Judiciary is to be found in the Bill 
of Rights, which was adopted by the sovereign people in the year 
1796, and was, in the year 1834, re-affirmed, Inthe 17th section 
they have declared in the most emphatic . manner, ‘that all courts 
shall be open, and every man, for an injury done him, in his lands, 
goods, person, or reputation, shall have remedy by due course of, 
law, and right and justice administered without sale, denial or de- 
lay.’ ‘Right and justice’ is to be ‘administered without sale, de- 
nial or delay ;? this is laid down as, the basis—as the foundation of 
our whole system of jurisprudence; and it is imperative on the 
Legislature, in the organization of our courts, to conform them to 
the principles herein laid down. Toa correct understanding of the 
kind of courts to be establised, we should first determine what is 

. meant by the terms ‘right and justice,’ as used in the bill of rights. 
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The most approved authors define the term right: ‘ Conformity to 
human laws, or other human standard of truth, prepriety or justice.’ 
< Justice—the constant and perpetual disposition to render every 
man his due,’ &c. In this connection we might consider the mean- 
ing of equity also. In an enlarged and legal view, ‘Equity, in its 
true and genuine meaning, is the soul and spirit of the law’ In 
this. ‘equity is made synonymous with justice.’ Right, justice and 
equity, according to common sense, and tne best authorities, mean 
the same thing. When it comes to establishing a court or a tribu- 
nal, or it may be called by any orther name, which is intended as a 
standard by which the precise difference can be determined between 
the contending parties, it is imperative on the Legislature to estab- 
lish the standard which will accomplish the great end, as design- 
ed in the bill of rights, and if it were possible to so organize our 
courts, that when parties came into them to have their differences 
adjusted, for the court and jary to ascertain what is the precise 
equity between the parties, and then to determine that as the law 
of the case, ‘equity being the soul and spirit of the law’—in other 
words, making the equity of the case, the law of the case. Taking the 
bill of rights as the foundation for our courts, the inquiry very na- 
turally arises as to whether our courts, as now established, under 
the sixth section, first article of the constitution, are in conformity 
with the principles herein laid down. This article says: ‘The ju- 
dicial power of the State shall be vested in one supreme court, and 
in such inferior courts as the Legislature shall ordain and estab- 
lish? This provision of the constitution would seem to give great 
latitude to the Legislature in the organization of the courts. But 
the exercise of this power by the Legislature must be in strict con- 
formity with the principles laid down, in the bill of rights. The 
bill of rights, being the better part of the constitution, is paramount. 

“ In all questions of apparent conflict between the bill of rights 
and the constitution, they should be reconciled and made to har- 
monize, if possible ; but where there is a final repugnance, the 
constitution must give way, it bearing the same relation to the bill 
of rights that a law does to the constitution. Hence, in the organ- 
ization of the courts, the Legislature has no authority, under the 
sixth article, to depart from this great and fundamental principle, 
as laid down in the bill of rights, or the hetter part of the consti- 
tution. 

“ Under the constitution of 1796, judges of the supreme and 
inferior courts were appointed by the Legislature to office during 
good behavior. The Legislature conferred upon the courts, chancery 
and law jurisdiction, which was exercised by them for thirty-eight 
years, or till 1835. The people, after making the experiment, be- 
came well satisfied that our judicial system was exceedingly defec- 
tive, falling,far short of carrying out the great principles, as contem- 
plated in the bill of rights. 5 

“Tn 1834, the people again, in convention, so changed the con- 
stitution as to make it more in conformity with the great idea of 
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right and justice, by changing the tenure of all judicial officers 
from that of life to a term of years, and at the same time referring 
back many other elections to themselves which had been given up 
in the constitution of 1796. ; 

“ These changes in the constitution have been effected, in part, 
for the purpose of conforming the courts of the country, in their 
whole structure, to the wants and necessities of the people. There 
has been evident dissatisfaction with the courts of the country for 
a number of years past. The people find fault with the judges, 
complain of lawyers, and sometimes condemn jurors—affording 
conclusive evidence that there is a wrong somewhere: delay, ex~ 
pense and perplexity of mind on the part of the litigants—confi- 
dence in the courts much impaired in the public estimation. 
Under our present system, an individual goes into what is termed 
a court of law, to obtain justice in some matter of controversy ; 
and after much time is spent and expense incurred, he comes out 
of law with a long bill of costs to pay; and if he complains of the 
proceeding, he is told that his case was a good one, but he was un- 
fortunate in bringing his action in the wrong court; that his remedy 
is not in law, but in chancery. Another individual brings his suit 
in a court of chancery, and after a like delay of time and trouble 
in filing bills and hearing answers, he is turned out of -court witH a 
long bill of costs and charges to pay, and he is consoled in the 
same way by telling him his case is a good one, but his remedy is 
not in chancery, but in a court of law; and from a court of law to 
a court of chancery, until, in the end, if the end ever comes, the 
substance of the parties is in many instances consumed, and the 
gainer of the suit is frequently the loser, and the unfortunate party 
goes into immediate bankruptcy. This is the manner in which law 
and equity is adininistered under our present system of jurispru- 
dence, which, in fact, is the great cause of complaint of the parties 

_ who go into our courts to obtain justice, and a waht of confidence 
on the part of the people in the courts of law and chancery. 

“Upon this subject I shall take high ground, and assume that the 
courts can be so organized, thatlaw and equity can be administered 
by the same court, by the same judge and jury, and at the same 
time, and that, too, without ‘ sale, denial, or delay. Let the courts 
of law and chancery be blended or converted into one court—(it 
is not material by what name you call it)—or, in other words, let 
the law and equity of the case be heard by the court and jury at the 
same time—let the parties, if necessary, be examined in open court— 
let all the restraints and barriers be removed—all false issues and 
collateral questions be thrown aside, andthe cause tried upon the 
naked merits involved, and thereby administer ‘right and justice’ 
to the contending parties, and let them go hence without delay. 

“ I feel well assured that the people throughout the State expect 
legislative action upon this subject before the close of your session. 
This is a most propitious time for bringing abeut the change in our 
judiciary, as indicated, the people having removed all constitution- 
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al difficulties that were in the way by the adoption of the recent 
amendments to the constitution. There is now a bill before your 
honorable body, entitled a bill ‘ To abridge and simplify the plead- 
ings, practice and proceedings inthe courts of justice in this State, 
which will, if passed into a law, accomplish much in conforming the 
practice in the courts to the requirements of the bill of rights and 
the wants of the people. In recommending this bill to your favor- 
able consideration, or some one very similar in its provisions, I am 
not recommending a new and untried experiment, but one which 
has been tried and approved by many of our sister States. It will 
and can succeed with us as it has with them, if the experiment is 
fully and fairly made, and will, no doubt, give general satisfaction 
here, as it has there, by simplifying, cheapening and shortening the 
process by which litigants may obtain ‘ right and justice.’ 

“ That the bill referred to has been prepared by its originator 
with great care and much labor, is manifest to all who will give it 
a careful examination ; andit is believed, after passing the legis- 
lative ordeal, will be so improved as more closely to approximate 
the intentions and design of those who framed the constitution. 
The leading principles of the measure now recommended to your 
favorable consideration, have been advocated by me since my first 
entrance into public life, in the year 1835; and my reflection and 
observation, together with the suécessful experiment which has 
been made in other States of the Union, have tended to confirm 
me in the opinion that it ought ta be adopted in this State, and 
that, too, before the adjournment of the present Legislature.” 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 


“Twill most respectfully call the attention of the General As- 
sembly to the fifth article of the Constitution of the United States, 
which prescribes the mode and manner of amendment to that in- 
strument, and also to three propositions to amend the Constitution 
of the United States, which are appended to, and made a part of 
this message, which is respectfully submitted for consideration and 
action by the General Assembly. In submitting this subject, I shall 
make no long or labored argument to the Legislature, or to the 
country, to prove the importance and necessity of adding these 
three amendments to the Constitution of the United States. All 
who are in favor of popularizing our free institutions as far as may 
be practicable, and bringing the general government nearer to the 
people, will receive and treat them as self-evident propositions, 

“ I will conclude by adding, that they were the doctrines of Jef- 
ferson, Jackson, Macon, and a nnmber of other statesmen and 
patriots, whose opinions are at‘all times entitled to the respect an 
consideration of the American people.” $ 

Since this recommendation was made to the last Legislature, I 
have become more thoroughly convinced in my own mind of the

importance of making the proposed amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. The last two popular elections in this 
State show the importance of electing United States Senators at 
the ballot-box, instead of electing them by the Legislature. The 
popular will of the State, as reflected through the ballot-box, has, 
twice in succession, demonstrated most conclusively that the Legis- 
lature does not reflect the will ef the people in the election of Sen- 
ators ; but, on the contrary, has elected Senators to the Senate of 
the United States who stand opposed to the public judgment, as 
twice recorded by the sovereign people of the State. 

The great importance of amending the Constitution of the United 
States, « so as to bring the election of President and Vice President 
of the United States directly before the people, as proposed in the 
amendment as hereunto appended, is becoming more and more 
manifest by every day’s experience. In the next election of Presi- 
dent and Vice President, it is highly probable that there will be 
three or more candidates, and, in that event, the chances are that 
the people of the seveial States wiil not have the privilege of 
choosing the President and Vice President through the electoral 
colleges, no one of the candidates receiving a majority of all the 
electoral votes, which will cause the election to be transferred from 
the electoral college to the United States House of Representa- 
tives, where the choice will be made by States, without regard to the 
electoral vote ; which, in all probability, will result, as it did in 1824, 
by foisting men into office in utter disregard of the popular will. 
The proposed amendment to the Constitution would remove all 
apprehension and difficulty on this account, and cause the election 
to be made by the electoral college—some one of the candidates 
receiving a majority of all the electoral votes.

ARTICLE FIFTH—-OF AMENDMENTS. 


“Congress, whenever two-thirds of both Houses shall deem it 
necessary, shall propose amendments to this Constitution, or the 
application of the Legislatures of two-thirds of the several States 
shall call a convention for proposing amendments ; which, in either 
case, shall be valid to allintents and purposes, as part of this Con- 
stitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
several States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the 
one or the other mode of ratification may be proposed by Congress ; 
provided that no amendment which may be made prior to the year 
one thousand eight hundred and eight, shall in any manner affect 
the first and fourth clauses in the ninth section of the first article ; 
and that no State, without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal 
suffrage in the Senate.” 
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JOINT RESOLUTION, 
Proposing amendments to the Constilution of the United States, 


“Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled, two thirds of both Houses 
concurring, That the following amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States be proposed to the Legislatures of the several 
States, which, when ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the States, shall be valid to all intents and purposes as 
part of the Constitution: 

That hereafter, the President and Vice President of the United 
States shall be chosen by the people of the respective States, in the 
manner following: Each State shall be divided, by the Legislature 
thereof, into districts, equal in number to the whole number of 
Senators and Representatives to which such State may be entitled 
in the Congress of the United States; the said districts to be com- 
posed-of contiguous territory, and to contain, as nearly as may be, 
an equal number of persons entitled to be represented under the 
Constitution, and to be laid off, for the time, immediately after the 
ratification of this amendment, and afterwards, at the session of 
the Legislature next ensuing the apportionment of representatives 
by the Congress of the United States; that on the first Thursday 
in August, in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and on the 
same day every fourth year thereafter, the citizens of each State 
who possess the qualifications requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of the State Legislatures, shall meet within their 
respective districts, and vote for a President and Vice President of 
the United States, one of whom at least shall not be an inhabitant 
of the same State with themselves ; and the person receiving the 
greatest number of votes for President, and the one receiving the 
greatest number of votes for Vice President in each district, shall 
be holden to have received one vote; which fact shall be immedi- 
ately certified by the Governor of the State, to each of the Sena- 
tors in Congress from such State, and to the President of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives. The 
Congress of the United States shall be in session on the second 
Monday in October, in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and 
on the same day every fourth year thereafter; and the President 
of the Senate, in the presence of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, shall open all the certificates, and the votes shall then 
be counted. The person having the greatest number of votes for 
President, shall be President, if such number be equal to a majori- 
ty of the whole number of votes given; but if no person have such 
majority, then a second election shall be held on the first Thursday 
in the month of December then next ensuing, between the persons 
having the two highest numbers for the office of President; which 
second election shall be conducted, the result certified, and the 
votes counted, in the same manner as in the first; andthe person 
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having the greatest number of votes for President, shall be Presi- 
dent. But, if two or more persons shall have received the greatest, 
and an equal number of votes, at the second election, then the 
person who shall have received the greatest number of votes in the 
greatest number of States, shall be President. The person having 
the greatest number of votes for Vice President, at the first elec- 
tion, shall be Vice President, if such number be equal to a majori- 
ty of the whole number of votes given; andif no person have such 
a majority, then a second election shall take place between the per- 
sons having the two highest numbers, on the same day that the 
second election is held for President; and the person having the 
highest number of votes for Vice President shall be Vice President. 
But if there should happen to be an equality -f votes between the 
persons so voted tor at the second election, then the person having 
the greatest number of votes in the greatest number of States, 
shall be Vice President. But when a second election shall be ne- 
cessary in the case of Vice President, and not necessary in the 
case of President, then the Senate shall choose a Vice President 
from the persons having the two highest numbers in the first elec- 
tion, as is now prescribed in the Constitution. 

Sec, 2. And be it fnrther resolved, That article one, section three, 
be amended by striking out the word “Legislature,” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following words, viz: “persons qualified to vote 
for members of the most numerous branch of the Legislature,” so 
as to make the third section of said article when ratified by three- 
fourths of the States, read as follows, to-wit: 

The Senate of the United States shall be composed of two Sena- 
tors from each State, chosen by the persons qualified to vote for 
the members ofthe most numerous branch of the Legislature there- 
of, for six years, and each Senator shall have one vote. 

Sec. 8. And be it further resolved, That article three, section oné, 
be amended by striking out the words “‘good behavior,” and insert- 
ing the following words, viz: “the term of twelve years.” And 
further, that said article and section be amended by adding the fol- 
lowing thereto, viz: “and it shall be the duty of the President of 
the United States, within twelve months after the ratification of 
this amendment by three-fourths of all the States as provided by. 
the Constitution of the United States, to divide the whole number 
of judges as near as may be practicable, into three classes. The 
seats of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the 
fourth year from such classification ; of the second class, at the ex- 
piration of the eighth year; and of the third class, at the expira- 
tion of the twelfth year, so that one-third may be chosen every 
fourth year thereafter.” 

The article, as amended, will read as’follow :

ARTICLE IU. 
Section 1. The judicial power of the United States shall be vest- 
ed in one Supreme Court, and such inferior courts as the Congress, 
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from time to time, may ordain and establish. The judges, both of 
the supreme and inferier courts, shall hold their offices during the 
term of twelve years, and shall, at stated times, receive for their 
services a compensation, which shall not be diminished during their 
continuance in office. And it shall be the duty of the President of 
the United States, within twelve months after the ratification of 
this amendment by three fourths of all the States, as provided by 
the Constitution of tne United States, to divide the whole number 
of judges, as near as may be practicable, into three classes. The 
seats of the judges of the first class shall be vacated at the expila- 
tion of the fourth year from such classification ; of the second class, 
at the expiration of the eighth year; and of the third class, at the 
expiration of the twelfth year; so that one-third may be chosen 
every fourth year thereafter.” , 

“This is merely submitted as one plan of amendment, to accom- 
plish the contemplated change in the Constitution of the United 
States. Any other plan more perfect, and more in conformity with 
the whole structure of the Government, will be equally acceptable. 
It is expected that the amendments will be put in the most perfect 
form possible that can be devised by the exercise of your better 
judgment.” 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


By a joint resolution of the General Assembly, adopted March 
3d, 1854, the Governor was authorized to appoint a suitable person 
as superintendent of weights and measures. In compliance with 
this resolution, Mr. John Herrigus has been appointed superinten- 
,dent to take charge of the weights and measures, as furnished by 
the Federal Government, under a resolution passed June 14th, 1836. 
Since the appointment of the superintendent the weights and 
measures have been received, and are now under his control, and 
by him have been deposited in one of the rooms’of the Capi- 
tol, set apart for that. purpose by the commissioners. The 
weights'and measures were all received in good order, and are now 
subject to the inspection of both branches of the Legislature. The 
resolution authorizing the appointment of superintendent of weights 
and measures, made no provision for any compensation for the time 
and labor necessary for taking the proper care of the weights and 
measures, which are now in his possession. It cannot be expected 
- that the superintendent can lose his time and labor without some 
pay. The resolution also authorized the Governor to have made, 
under the direction of the superintendent, a set of standard weights 
and measures.for each county of the State. This portion of the 
resolution, so far, has not been carried out by the Governor, be- 
lieving, as he did, that, the cost would be much greater to procure 
a set of standard weights and measures for each county in the 
State, than the Legislature was aware of at the time the reso- 
lution passed. The cost of aset of standard weights and mea- 
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sures, such as would be suitable for the respective counties, from the 
most reliable sources of information, will not cost much less than 
two hundred dollars per set, which will make the aggregate cost 
near sixteen thousand dollars. Notwithstanding the aggregate cost 
may seem to be high, I am still of the opinion that sound policy 
and the best interest of the State require a law to be passed 
making the standard of weights and measures uniform throughout 
the State, and that each county in the State ought to be furnished 
with a set of standard weights and measures for that purpose; and 
unless the Legislature repeal the resolution, the Governor will, at 
an early day, proceed, as authorized, to have each county furnish- 
ed with a set of standard weights and measures, as authorized by 
law. 


PENITENTIARY. 


Upon this subject, my general views have undergone no change 
since the sitting of the last Legislature ; and I wonld most respect- 
fully call your attention to the suggestions and recommendations 
then made in my message to that body. 

“This institution has, so far, failed in all the leading objects of its 
creation. The confinement of persons within the prison house or pris- 
on walls of a penitentiary, with the view of reforming them in their 
moral character, has been, proven by all experience to be a great 
error ; and it is not now contended for as a reforming institution by 
any one who has become at all familiar withthe subject. There 
is not one in every thousand convicts whose maral condition is im- 
proved by such imprisonment; but, on the contrary, most of them, 
if not all, are made worse than they were before, and become 
more confirmed in crime. à i 

“Upon the subject of convicts becoming reformed by peniten- 
tiary imprisonment and association, Dr. John S, Young, former Sec- 
retary of State, in an able and elaborate report made on. the 15th 
of September, 1845, to the Commissioners of Public Buildings, and 
by them submitted to the Legislature, used the following language : 
‘I am entirely skeptical on the subject of reforming convicts by 
teaching them mechanical trades ; little or no good results from it. 
When a convict leaves the prison, he lays down his cap, and with 
it his trade. He looks back upon both as the badges of his dis- 
grace, and the companions of his imprisonment; he aims to some- 
thing else which he considers better than his trade, or returns to 
the re-commission of crime. Histrade, in most instances, as I be- 
lieve, serves to better qualify the villain without reforming the man. 
Those who would attempt the moral reformation of the felon, must 
employ other means. They must bear in mind that three-fourths 
of those stained with crime can neither read nor write. The mind 
must be cultivated in order to produce “those genial influences 
which are calculated to remove vicious inclinations and base pro- 
pensities, and give place to proper sensibilities and corrected feel- 
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ings, from which altered intentions and virtuous actions must spring, 
“The trial, conviction and sentence by the court of persons to 
the penitentiary for violation of the laws, has had no restraining 


- influence whatever on immorality, and carries little or- no terror to 


the mind of the evil doer. The announcement in the court-house 
yard that such a person has been sentenced forso many years im- 
prisonment, is received with no alarm, but, on the contrary, with 
great indifference ; and itis the frequent remark that itis better 
for the individual who has just been sentenced to so many year’s 
confinement—it will be far better for him. He will, while there, 
be enabled to learn a good trade, and will live better there than he 
ever did before. The sheriff then prepares with his guards and 
starts with the convict for the penitentiary, making rather the im- 
pression, as he leaves, upon the mind of many spectators, that the 
prisoner has done wellin obtaining a traveling trip of pleasure and 
a money-making business for the sheriff and his escort, and he in 
the end be made one of the mechanics of the country. In fine, 
on these two points, it will be readily perceived the penitentiary 
reforms no one afterhe is confined within its walls; and the sen- 
tence of the court, and confinement together, deters no one from a 
violation of the laws of the land. 

“ In the next place, the system has fallen faribelow the expenses 
incurred in the erection of the establishment, and the annual cost 
of carrying it on, up to the present time. Upon a close examina- 
tion of the items properly chargeable to the institution, after giv- 
‘ing it full credit for all that it is entitled to, there will still be found ~ 
a deficit of notless than one hundred thousand dollars—probably 
much more. Ihave obtained sufficient data from Mr. Love, the 
principal book-keeper, who has appeared very accommodating, and 
much disposed to afford every facilityin his power to remove all 
difficulty in getting at the true financial condition of the institution, 
together with a report recently made by the Comptroller to the 
Senate, showing how much has been paid out of the treasury for 
the conveyance of convicts to the penitentiary, to satisfy my mind 
that the State has incurred a heavy loss by the penitentiary, It 
will take but little investigation of this subject to satisfy any dis- 
cerning mind that the penitentiary exeits no beneficial moral influ- 
ence on society, in or out of the penitentiary, and that it is now, 
and has been, an incubus on the treasury, and will most likely con- 
tinue so;—untless the whole establishment undergoes a thorough 
change. 

e While the institution has failed in all the leading objects ofits 
creation, the manner in which it has been conducted has been 
made to operate injuriously upon the mechanical interest of the 
country. Jt has been made practically a State mechanic institute, 
fostered and sustained by the treasury of the State, and brought 
into direct competition with the mechanics of the country to the ex- 
tent ofits entire operation. Tlie conditions upon which persons are 
admitted into this Stale mechanic institute are very discriminating 
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and invidious in their character. Before the candidate can ob- 
tain admission to the high privilege of being employed in this in- 
stitution, at any of the branches of business carried on there, he 
must first commit the horrid crime of murder, arson, larceny, rape, 
or some other one of the offences violative of law. He must then 
stand a trial atsome of onr courts of justice, and then receive a 
certificate from the presiding judge that these facts are all true, 
and, in addition to this, he must be accompanied by the high sheriff 
of the’county and his retinue to the State mechanic institute. Hav- 
ing arrived, his credentials are presented, and such other evidence 
as may be required, that he is a fit and worthy candidate, having 
passed through the ordeal necessary and proper to his qualifica- 
tion for admission. He is then receivéd by the proprietor of the 
institute, and safely conducted to the stone mason’s, sculptor’s, or 
some other department, and there begins his new vocation of reduc- 
ing the rough and unpolished marble to shape and fashion. The hands 
that are yet crimson with the blood of the unoffending, are made 
to ply the mallet and chisel, as did Socrates, the Grecian philoso- 
pher and statesman—perhaps, too, in the course of his servitude, 
with the same guilty hand, to engrave upon the tomb of the de- 
parted and illustrious dead the lines which are intended to indicate 
to the inquiring living their many virtues and exalted worth. And 
so, also, with all the other departments that are carried on in this 
institution. There might be similar illustrations -made in reference 
to tailors, shoemakers, hatters, blacksmiths, wagon-makers, &e. 

“ The State, by the establisment of this institution, and the pas- 
sage of laws to sustain it, gathers from every county in the State 
all the incorrigible offenders who are known to the law, and after 
collecting them within the walls of the penitentiary, embarks in all 
the branches of mechanism, and openly enters the field of compe- 
tition with the mechanics of the country. The mechanics outside 
of the penitentiary are required, by all the obligations of good 
citizens, in peace as well as in war, to submit to taxation to sustain 
the government under which they may live, and at the same time 
compete with the State in their own branches of business. This 
policy of the State, in carrying on the branches of mechanism, 
and the employment of all the felons of the country at them, has 
a direct tendency to degrade the mechanics of the country as a 
body. Felon and mechanic, crime and mechanism, from their close 
association, become corresponding terms in the public mind. The 
felons, after having served out their time, are turned loose upon 
the country, to mix with the mechanics as best they may, and per- 
chance to become inmates of their families, and companions in 
their shops. Is it right that this description of our population 
should be thrown upon, and associated with, the honest and indus- 
trious mechanics of the State, either in person or profession ? 
There is an instinctive repugnance in the bosoms of all honorable 
men, and it is reduced to practice by nearly all those who have 
charge of our cemeteries, by excluding the felon from being asso- 
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ciated with us even in the grave. If itis degrading to be asso- 
ciated with a felon after we are dead, it must be much more so to be 
associated with them while we are living. 

“In conclusion upon this subject, I must be permitted to make 
one earnest appeal, and that is, for the legislature to so direct the 
future management of the affairs of the Penitentiary, by their legis- 
lation, as to protect this large and respectable portion of our fel- 
low-citizens from this degrading association and competition, by 
excluding, as far as possible, all the branches of mechanism from 
the Penitentiary.” . 

Since the sitting of the last Legislature, the Penitentiary has met 
with a serious accident, and a very heavy loss, by fire. On the 
29th of March last, about 8 o’clock in the morning, the prison was 
discovered to be on fire in the north-east corner of the buildings ; 
the flames spread with great rapidity in both directions, until all the 
inside buildings were nearly consumed, embracing the.eastern end 
of the main front building, which contained one-half of the cells 
for the confinement of convicts at night. The most energetic ef- 
forts, as I am reliably advised, were made by the Keeper and other 
officers connected with the prison, as well as some of the fire com- 
panies of this city, to arrest the devouring element; but, from the 
great scarcity of water, and other means necessary in such an 
emergency, were found to be wholly unavailing. The prison was 
set on fire by means of a slow match, which had been constructed 
by two of the convicts the day before, and deposited by them in the 
north-east corner of the building, a short time before they were 
taken by their manager to their cells for confinement in the eve- 
ning. The fire, which proceeded from this slow match, and which 
communicated to the building, was not discovered until 3 o’clock 
the next morning, as before stated. At an early hour after the 
buildings were consumed and lying in a pile of smoking ruins, the 
Inspectors of the Penitentiary, together with the Governor, had a 
consultation in reference to the most efficient steps necessary to 
be taken under the existing circumstances. The inside buildings 
were all burned down, or nearly so; half of the cells destroyed in 
the east end of the main building; tools of every description con- 
sumed, or so spoiled as to make them unfit for use. The convicts, 
two hundred and thirty-seven in number, were divided into differ- 
ent companies and were marched and counter-marched about in 
the yard, for the purpose of preventing mutiny or an outbreak—all 
of them without employment. With this state of facts before 
them, the Inspectors and the Governor at once determined that it 
would be best, in view of safety and economy, to proceed, without 
delay, to repair the buildings so that the convicts could be em- 
employed profitably, and made more secure at night. They, there- 
fore, concluded to borrow a sufficient amount of money from the 
various banks of this city, upon their own credit and responsibil- 
ity, to refit and repair the prison in such manner as might be con- 
sidered absolutely necessary. This course was deemed by the 
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Governor the most efficient step that could be taken, because it 
dispensed with the necessity of convening the Legislature in extra- 
ordinary session, which would cause great delay before anything 
‘practicable could be done, leaving the whole Institution in a cha- 
otic and unsafe condition. The Inspectors, by taking this course, 
have done all that the Legislature could have practically done in 
extra session, and by so doing have saved the expense of an extra 
session ofthe Legislature, which would have been much greater 
than the entire amount necessary to repair the Penitentiary. 

The amount of money borrowed by the Inspectors from the va- 
rious banks in this city, upon their own responsibility? and which 
has been applied to the refitting and repairing of the Penitentiary, 
is twenty thousand dollars. This sum, it is believed,'has been pro- ` 
fitably and economically applied to the purposes for which it, wag 
borrowed. A statement of the entire expense, giving all the items 
in detail, will be furnished by the Inspectors for your examination. 
For a more minute and detailed account of this whole affair, I refer 
you to the report of the Inspectors, which will be submitted to both 
branches of the Legislature, in a few days. 

This heavy responsibility has been incurred by the Inspectors, 
and, by so doing, there has been saved to the State many thou- 
sands of dollars. It is, therefore, expected that the Legislature will 
take prompt and efficient action upon this subject, and relieve the 
Inspectors from the heavy responsibility which they have incurred 
for the refitting and repairing of the State prison. 


AGRICULTURAL BUREAU. 


The Legislature, at its last session, passed an act to establish a State 
Agricultural Bureau, with county and district societies subordinate 
thereto, &c. By this act, the Governor of the State was constitu- 
ted President ev-officio of the Bureau. The Bureau was organized, 
according to law, on the 20th day of April, 1854. Full details of 
its action will be Jaid before you by the Secretary of the Bureau. 
From his report you will see that county societies have been char- 
tered in seventeen counties ; division Fairs were, last year, held in 
the Eastern and Middle Divisions of the State, and by the Sum- 
ner County Society, and that a new and beneficial interest has 
been awakened on the subject of agricultural improvements. Di- 
vision Fairs, will, this year, be held in each division of the State, 
and the Biennial State Fair is now in progress near Nashville, un- 
der your own immediate inspection. The Agricultural interest has 
always been, and will probably long continue to be, the leading in- 
terest of Tennessee. It is wise and proper that it should be fos- 
tered and encouraged by the Legislature, by all reasonable and le- 
gitimate means. Iam of opinion that the law of 1854 was a wise 
and salutary step in the progress of Agricultural and Mechanical 
improvement and reform. Some slight modifications of the details 

f the law have been found necessary, not conflicting with its gen- 
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eral scope and plan, to render it efficient in its practical operations. 
A, committee of the Bureau, after its Biennial meeting on the second 
Monday in October, will suggest such modifications as may be 
thought advisable; and I doubt not that such suggestions will re- 
geive your careful consideration. Naturé has been prodigal in her. 
gifts to our State, and the Representatives of the people can render 
no service of greater value to their constituents, than by affording 
a judicious encouragement to associations having for their object 
the development of the agricultural and mineral wealth of the 
State, and stimulating the mechanical skill and industry of its citi- 
zens. When our people learn that the necessity for labor is a bless- 
ing, rather than a curse; that “he who causes two blades of grass 
to grow, where but one grew before, is a greater public benefactor 
than he who conquers armies ;” and that honor, fame and fortune 
may be as certainly earned in the workshop of the artisan, as in 
the offices of the learned professions, and as freely accorded by the 
public sense to the former as to the latter, then we shall have lived- 
down an obstacle in the way of State progress, as absurd as it is 
injurious. $ 
In bringing this commyųnication to a close, I cannot forbear ex- 
preening with you, and, I hope, the whole country, heartfelt gratu- 
ations that all the elements of prosperity, designed to make a 
people great, contented and happy, continue to exist in our favored 
land. Every branch of industry has been amply rewarded. Our 
fields have teemed with rich and abundant crops, yielding plenty of 
all that is needful for man and beast. Our various works of inter- 
nal improvement are steadily and constantly advancing by the 
timely and judicious aid of the State, developing our hitherto hid- 
den and latent resources, and benring off to the markets of the 
world, at cheap rates, the mechanical, agricultural, and other pro- 
- ducts of the country. Education has also received an impulse by 
legislation which, it is hoped, will be continued, and carried out, 
and cause our State ultimately to take a position upon this subject 
not inferior to that of any Statein the Union. Under a beneficent 
and overruling Providence, we are still permitted to enjoy that 
sacred and greatest of all privileges, relating to man in social life, 
civil and religious liberty; making this one of the freest and hap- 
piest forms of government on the earth’s broad surface. An effi- 
cient and pure administiation of the laws, by all the departments 
of the government, Executive, Judicial and Legislative, together 
with a short session of the Legislature, and the enactment of ne- 
cessary, wise and wholesome laws, will also add to the many bless- 
ings which have been bestowed upon our favored people, and will 
meet with their hearty approval, irrespective of parties, throughout 


the State.

to incorporate the Winchester Building and Loan Association, with 
the amendment thereto, proposing to incorporate a similar - institu- 
tion at Chattanooga, with instruction to report “ whether the courts 
of the country have not the power to grant all the powers and, pri- 
vileges contained in said bills, have instructed me to report, that 
by the provisions of the act of 1850, chapter 181, the Circuit Court 
of McNairy County is fully authorized and empowered to confer 
all the rights, powers and privileges contained in said Bill, No. 10,

Your committee have further instructed me to report, that under 
the provision of the Act of 1850, chapter 17, ‘‘ the. inhabitants of 
any village, town or city in this State may. form themselves a body 
corporate”? i in the way and manner in saidact prescribed, and under 
the provisions of said act, such village, town or city may extend 
its limits, so that all the corporate powers and privileges sought to: 
be obtained by Senate Bill, No. 1, and all other rights, powers and 
privileges, lawful and proper to be conferred upon similar corpora- 
tions, may be obtained by a compliance with said statute. 

Your committee have further instructed me to report, that they 
find no statute expressly authorizing the courts of the State to 
confer the powers and privileges sought by Senate Bill, No. 7, to 
incorporate the Winchester Balding and Loan Association ; but 
your committee have no doubt that it was the intention of the 
Legislature of 1849-50, to transfer to other forums the incorpora- 
ting power as to private, and local corporations. By the act of 
1850, chapter 179, any three or more peisons may, by their own 
act, become a body politic and corporate, for the purpose of car- 
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rying on any kind of manufacturing, mining, mechanical, or chem- 
ical business; and by the act of 1850, chapter 72, and the act of 
1854, chapter 90, Any number of citizens may constitute them- 
selves a body corporate fer {he purpose of building any McAdam- 
ized or planked turnpike road, by complying with the reasonable 
and just provisions of said acts, and all the various powers, privi- 
leges ,and immunities, as well as the duties and restrictions, of euch 
corporations, are fully and minutely set forth in said acts. They 
extend to all schools, literary clubs, all societies for the promotion 
of learning, all villages, towns, and cities, all companies formed 
for carrying on any mining, manufacturing, mechanical, or chemi- 
cal business, or for constructing any McAdamized or turnpike 
roads; and your committee repeat that they have no doubt that it 
was the intention of the Legislature to relieve itself of all legisla- 
tion on this subject. 

Your committee beg leave respectfully to state, vhat from the 
foundation of our State Government to the present time, the busi- 
ness of creating, amending, and regulating private and local cor- 
porations, bas ‘been one “of the most laborious and expensive 
branches of legislation. Your committee refer to the great length 
of our sessions, and the immense size of our biennial books of 
Statutes and Journals, to indicate the heavy cost to the State of 
this species of legislation. The costof the public printing for’ the 
Legislature of 1851-2, amounted to a sum but little short of twen- 
ty thousand dollars. More than half of the Statutes and Jour- 
nals of the last session relate to private or local corporations, and 
. it is reasonable to infer that a like proportion of the time of the 
legislature was devoted to this species of legislation; and an ap- 
proximate estimation will readily show that it has become a 
grievous burden to the State. Your committee are of opinion that 
the saving to the Treasury by ceasing to legislate upon private and 
local corporations, would amount to a sum bnt little under fifty 
thousand dollars biennially; and your committee- are of opinion 
that tbe incorporating power miy safely be vested Ín the courts of 
the country, and in the companies themselves, under proper re- 
strictions and reservations, and that an adherence to this policy 
will be the commencement of an important legislative reform, 
And for this purpose they présent a_ Dill, amendatory of the gen- 
eral laws now in force, for the consideration of the Senate. É

To the Joint Select Committee of the two Houses of the General As- 
‘ sembly of the State of Tennessee, appointed and acting under Reso- 
lution, No. 37, of the House of Resi esentatives: 


The resolution directs you to confer with Wm. F. Cooper and 
myself, and “ ascertain if Resolution, No. 37,adopted 8th of Feb- 
ruary, 1852, authorizing a preparation of a Digest of the Stat- 
utes of Tennessee, has been complied with; and whether said 
compilation is ready for the action of this General Assembly ; and 
if not completed,” you are to report the reason. 

It was not until yesterday, when I procured a copy of the reso- 
lution from the Clerk of the House, that I knew its exact purport. 
Had I been earlier aware of the necessity you are under of having 
from the revisers a prompt answer to the call of the General As- 
sembly, I should have long ago redeemed my promise made to you, 
on our conference some weeks since, to lay before you a written 
report of our progress. 

But before I proceed, permit me to remark that, while searching 
for the resolution under which you are acting, now, as I under- 
stand, on the table of the House, proposing to direct legal pro- 
ceedings against the revisers, to recover the money which has been 
paid us under the Resolution, No. 26, of the General Assembly of 
1851-2, I beg to say, that legal proceedings are wholly unneces- 
sary. The General Assembly has only to express a desire that I 
shall withdraw from the labor of revising the laws, and it shall be 
done, and the money received shall be paid into the treasury with- 
out delay. 

I made the experiment, as you know, of attempting to system- 
atize that part of our law which is embraced in the decisions of the 
Supreme Court; and I can assure you, with all sincerity, that the 
laws of Tennessee are a mine’from which the metal is extracted, 
but with labor much exceeding that of the most busy and indus- 
trious practitioner at the bar. The materials for my digest were . 
collected by faithfully reading, and, to the utmost of my ability, 
extracting from, every reported case in our books, the marrow of 
the decisions of the Court, together with the commentaries of our 
Judges upon the laws of the State. It was the work of several | 
years’ reading, prosecuted, unceasingly, in the intervals of my 
practice ; and, at last, the bar having began impatiently to demand 
the publication of the book, 1 laid down my practice, not even at- 
tending the courts in Nashville, and pressed the work with all pos- 
sible dispatch through the press. While thus engaged, 1 was 
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compelled to anticipate the proceeds of its sale; and thus it really 
yielded me nothing, and I was left to work myself back, as best I 
could, into the practice, which I had been compelled to forego for 
a timé, in obedience to a public clamor to which I felt obliged to 
yield. 

I mention these things in order to introduce and explain the re- 
mark, that it then seemed to me that I could not afford again to 
absent myself from the courts, from which I draw my subsistence, 
in order to perform the work of revising the statutes, to which, as 
early as 1844, that profound and learned lawyer, F. B. Fogg, Esq., 
and myself, had been appointed. Acting upon this idea, ] have 
bestowed as much of my time, since 1852, as could be spared from 
the professional labor requisite for the support of my family, upon 
the preparation of materials for the revisal. 

T have an idea, that this work, it done at all, ought to be done 
well and thoroughly; and though the edge of my ambition to take 
an active part in the perfecting of Tennessee law, has been, in va- 
rious ways, and at different times, turned and blunted, still, I am re- 
solved to sacrificd all other considerations to the completeness and 
accuracy of whatI attempt to do. 

Iam not prepared now to report the revisal, and cannot be, 
during the present session of the General Asembly. I believe that 
Mr. Cooper could report his part of it. He has no family to with- 
draw him from the steady prosecution of the work; heis younger 
than Iam; he has not, quite as often as myself, had his bright visions 
ofthe future shorn of their glorious and attractive colors—and, 
therefore, he works, may be, with more hope and cheerfulness, with 
greater energy and success. And moreover, I must do him the credit 
to say, that he is, by nature, more fortunately endowed than I am 
for such a work. i 

I have collected materials, under alphabetical heads, to be used 
in the analytical disposition of the statutes, which, on consultation, 
Mr. Cooper and myself have thought the best method of arrange- 
ment. 

If the authority conferred upon us is continued, we shall have 
completed the revisal against the meeting of the next General As- 
sembly, and have it ready for consideration on the first day of the 
session. And we beg to suggest, that it would contribute, most 
essentially, to the successful examination and competent under- 
standing of the work, to have at least one hundred copies of it 
printed for the use of the members of the Legislature ; and we trust 
that the General Assembly, will see fit to grant us authority to have 
the printing done under our superintendence. 

I have chosen to submit these statements in my own name; be- 
cause I think that I am chargeable with the delay complained of 
and desire to avoid the appearance of attempting to share ac- 
countability for it with my colleague. And I beg to repeat, in con- 
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clusion, that I trust no hesitation may be felt is displacing me, if 

the public good seems to demand the change.

We think this departure an act of bad faith, 
on the part of the company, toward the citizens of the town of

The Joint Select Committee appointed to examine into and re- 
port to the General Assembly, now in session, the cost of the State 
Capitol up to this time, and the probable amount that ‘will be ne- 
cessary for its completion, &c., beg leave to report that they have 
attended to that duty, and find that there has been paid out by 
the Capitol Commissioners, up to this time, the sum of $'715,096 


27, and thot they have examined and find the vouchers of the same _ 


correct. They also find that there is yet on hand, in the Bank of 
Tennessee, the sum of $42,287 96 unappropriated ; which amount, 
the Commissioners think, will be amply sufficient to complete the 
building, exclusive of fencing and decorating the Capitol grounds. 

For a statement more in detail, the Committee submit Exhibit 
marked A. and ask that it be made a part of this report. 

The Committee would further state, that the amount of cost al- 
luded to above does not embrace the cost of the Jabor of the Peni- 
tentiary convicts. Theyalso find that the Capitol Commissioners 
have kept no account of the value of said labor ; but, by reference 
to different reports made by the Keeper of the Penitentiary, they 
find the Capitol Commissioners charged with the sum of $302,975 
85, for convict labor on said building ; which, being added to the 
above, make the whole amount to $1,018,072 12. 

The Committee would further state, that they think the Capitol 
Commissioners should be authorized to purchase additional grounds 
adjacent to the building, under such restrictions as may be deem- 
ed proper and have the same enclosed with a good, substantial 
iron fence, and have the grounds around the Capitol leveled off— 
leaving it to be ornamented at a future time. $

The last General Assembly appropriated the sum of six thou- 
sand dollars to the Tennessee Blind School, to be expended by the 
Trustees in paying for the lot on which the main school edifice has 
been erected, in finishing the same, in erecting necessary out- 
houses, in purchasing furniture, and procuring apparatus for teach- 
ing—the expenditure of said money to be shown by the Trustees 
in their next biennial report. This appropriation has been applied

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Gentiemen :--The following biennial report concerning the institu- 
tion, under your supervision is, in accordance with custom, respect- 
fully submitted for your consideration. 

The past two years have been distinguished by no marked event. 
It is, however, pleasing to record a progress beyond that of former 

ears, 

y The blessings of health and happiness have been enjoyed in a 
greater degree than falls to the common lot. It is now more than 
six years since death has entered our dwelling. 

While we are deeply thankful 10 the Disposer of events for such 
exemption from the ordinary ills of life, it may be well te remem- 
ber, that health can only be secured by obedience to the physical 
laws which He has established, and if suffering inevitably follows 
the violation of those laws, the suffering itself is the best safeguard 
against further ills. 

Blindness and defective sight on often connected with or caused 
by some other derangement of the bodily functions; therefore, 
more sickness might be reasonably anticipated in our household, 
than among an equal number of seeing children. Yet we have 
bzen uncommonly free from disease. This fact speaks well for 
the sanitary regulations of the school, and is better than an empty 
compliment to the skill and watchful care of the attending physi- 
cian. i 

The number of pupils enrolled is twenty-eight; five have been 
discharged and seven admitted. Several applications for admission 
were refused, because the applicants were not within the age re- 
quired by law ; and no one would enter into the slightest obliga- 
tion to provide for their future welfare, should they prove unsuita- 
ble subjects for instruction. 
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But to a few who might be benefitted by the school, the hope of 
admission was held out when they could be received without injus- 
tice to others, Our number must, be limited by the appropriation 
granted. The law provides for the reception of two pupils from 
each Senatorial district in this State. Four of the unsuccessful 
applicants were residents in a district from which three had already 
been received. í 
. If taken, they must have excluded some expected from other 
portions of the State, who were entitled to admittance, The ob- 
jections that might be urged against taking a child of three, or an 
infirm pauper of fifty years of age, are’obvious on the slightest re- 
flection ; still we have been solicited ‘to receive such. It seems 
hard to exclude any one, having the passport of blindness, from the 
benefits of the institution ; yet the plain requirements of kaw and 
justice, make the path of duty manifest. - 

For the last four years the number of pupils has steadily increas- 
ed, while the State appropriation for the general use of the school, 
has remained the same. Expenditures have been curtailed as far 
as practicable in order to benefit as many blind children as possble. 
But the unprecedented rise in provisions has compelled us to leave 
the house scantily turnished, and to forego the purchase of many 
articles of apparatus, needed in the school room; so that the com- 
fort of the family, and the efficiency of the school have been par- 
tially dependent on the price of food. Such a result was not fore- 
seen; and although occasioning some inconvenience, has not to 
any great extent, retarded the prosperity of the school. 

The principal studies. pursued have been Music, Reading, Writ- 
ing, Spelling, Grammar, Geography, History, Arithmetic, Algebra, 
and Natural Philosophy ; with what success, you, and the public 
generally, can testify. £ 5 

It is not pretended, that any number of scholars, or even any 
scholar, has become thorough in most of the branches enumerated ; 
but in point ot attainments, the pupils will compare favorably with 
seeing children who have been taught an equal length of time. 

A thirst for knowledge has been created; dormant faculties 
aroused to activity; and a new world of enjoyment opened to 
minds once apparently surrounded by impenetrable darkness. The 
experience of seventy years has shown that the blind child can 
become a happy and useful member of socicty. But the difficulty 
of learning and the expense of teaching should not be underrated. 
The articles of apparatus prepared especially for the blind, cost 
from ten to twenty times as much as those for similar purposes in 
common schools. The books are few, the slates and types are: far 
inferior to the ordinary slate and pencil; and the most skillfully 
made maps, convey through the touch. but imperfect ideas of the 
portions of the globe they are intended to represent. Each figure 
and letter is to be felt, and every distance measured by the hand. 
The scholars must often be taught one by one, instead of being 
taught in classes. For instance; if an experiment in Natural Phi- 
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losophy is performed it must be shown as many times as there are 
pupils in the class, in order that ea¢h one may feel for himself the 
success of the experiment, and the means by which it is effected. 
With the best teachers, and apparatus that can be procured, the 
task of the sightless learner is-difficult ; and if an excellent educa- 
tion is obtained, it is only by obstinate’ perseverance, and an indus- 
try almost untiring. ~ ' 

The persevering diligence which we haye witnessed day after day, 
has a reward that can only be increased by further opportunity for 
improvement. 

By reference to the accounts of our work department, it will be 
seen that the Joan of $169 00, has been realized in addition to the 
stock, tools, and saleable work on hand to the amount of g 
without reckoning a considerable amount of miscellaneous labor, 
performed in the discharge of household duties. The want of capi- 
tal has prevented the purchase of stock, and all other arrangements 
necessary for caryingon an extensive business. The money invest- 
ed instock and tools has at no time exceeded one hundred and 
seventy-five dollars. The boys have manufactured mats, mattress- 
es, brushes, various kinds of willow work, and cane seats for chairs. 
The girls have made fancy baskets, knit purses, and hose, and done 
a e quantity of plain sewing for themselves and the 
school. 

The profit received sirply as a gain in dollars and cents, has 
been proportional to the means employed. But this would be, by 
no means, a true estimate of the benefit conferred by the work de- 
partment. The scholars have acquired manual dexterity and in- 


valuable habits of industry. 

Adult blind cultivate the sense of touch with great difficulty ; 
and though the desire to learn sometimes overcomes all obstacles, 
still the process is tedious, and satisfactory results are seldom ob- 
tained; their ideas of form, direction, and distance, até slowly 
attained; the mind, matured like the body, is not readily turned 
from its accustomed modes of thought; and injurious habits not 
easily eradicated, make them unsuitable associates for children. 
There are many of this class in the State, to whom labor would be 
a blessing. They cherish life as a boon from their Creator, which 
it would be wrong to despise, ‘yet rendered almost worthless by misə 
fortune. Most of the happiness enjoyed by all around them is be- 
yond theirreach. Their degrading burden of dependence seems 
too heavy to bear; yet, he who is often debtor for clothing, food, 
and.shelter, fortunate-if the imperative demands of nature are 
satisfied, must strive to have a glad heart—for contentment is the 
best basis for happiness. If Ais portion is quiet and penury, while 
others by active industry grow strong and increase the comforts of 
life; if he is the recipient of favors which he cannot return, the 
face at least should wear a smile, for it is the only way in which 
he can show that favors bestowed are appreciated. 
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This life of weary inactivity and hopeless dependence might be 
changed to one of honorable and useful industry. He who ha- 
been for hundreds of years, and, in many instances still is, the beg, 
gar by the wayside, or at best a burthen to his friends, can labors, 
and with the work of his hands, undirected by sight, nourish and 
clothe the body, and find comfort for the mind in its sad bereave- 
ment. Itis true the want of vision throws many and great ob- 
stacles in the way of success. These are perhaps no wheie better 
pointed out than in the report of the Perkins’ Institution for 1843. 
The Director of that institution, Dr. S. G. Howe, after showing 
the advantages of an education to the blind, says : Blindness neces- 
sarily precludes a person from engaging in any of the common 
callings of life; the farmer, the mechanic, the sailor, have constant 
need of eye-sight. There are, however, some of the subdivisions 
of the mechanic arts, such as course weaving, braiding, é&c., 
which can be easily performed bo a blind person; but as soon as 
any articles, mats for instance, are found to be in demand, some 
contrivance is made by which steam sets iron fingers in motion, 
and the market is glutted. A blind man can make excellent bas- 
kets, common brushes, brooms, &c.; but if, having learned to do so, 
he goes out into the world, and tries to live by his art, he meets 
great difficulties. Take the manufacture of shoe brushes, for in- 
stance ; the blind man can finish an article as well as a seeing ane, 
and geta fair living ; but the seeing man erects an establishment, 
where, by minute subdivision of labor, by purchasing stock in large 
quantities, by using the finer materials for fine articles, and taking 
only the refuse for shoe-brushes, he throws the latter into the 
market ata price with which the b'ind man cannot well compete ; 
because he has no capital, he must buy in small quantities, and 
he must sell when his work is done, since he cannot afford to wait 
for a rise in the market. For some time perhaps he is able to 
dispose of his articles at a profit, because people feel desirous of 
encouraging him, and will trade with him on terms less advanta- 
geous to themselves than they cnn get elsewhere; but this amounts 
to charity, and the blind man ought not to rely upon its continu- 
ance, if he could, which, however, he cannot ; for charity and trade 
go not long hand in hand together. Nor has he the advantage 
another workman has, who can profit by the establishment which 
his rich neighbor has opened, and go into it and work as long as 
he pleases ; for nothing about the establishment is calculated for 
blind persons, to whom rumbling cog-wheels, revolving hands, and 
whirling saws, are objects of fear and real danger. 

Everything in the work-shop of the blind man, should be ar- 
ranged with reference to his peculiar mode of working; and when 
so arranged and on a large scale, it will admit of a subdivision of 
labor, without which no permanent profit can, be counted upon. 

With these views, which the result of every year’s experience 
confirms, we have endeavored to build up a department, which 
should be considered supplementary to the institution, and in 
which work could be supplied to such blind persons as are disposed 
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to work industriously all the time ; and we confidently hope it will 
have ultimate success. During the past year, thirteen blind per- 
sons have been employed in it, and have, most of them, earned 
something for themselves. The sale of articles has steadily in- 
creased, but it is not yet sufficiently great to give employment to 
more than a small proportion of those who can work, and are wil- 
ling to work, but who cannot find employment. 

In 1854, the same director, after having kept steadily in view and 
labored for the accomplishment of the plan proposed eleven years 
before, was able to make the following statement ; ** The work de- 
partment for adults has been administered as an independent es- 
tablishment according to the policy adopted several years ago. 
Thirty-seven men and women have been kept supplied with work, 
by the wages whereof they have been enabled to pay their board at 
places of their own selection. The experience of another year, 
shows the superiority of this over any other system that has yet 
been tried. It gives the third person inestimable advantages, in a 
greater degree than any asylum, any home, or any congregate es- 

_ tablishment, under whatever name, or however well managed, ever 
can give them. It calls into play all the faculties necessary for 
self-support and self-guidance ; but which asylums and homes tend 
to paralyze. It gives to every blind man and woman that which 
we all claim for ourselves—the largest liberty consistent with the 
rights of othere. Thebest argument in its favor, however, is, that 
Ahose who have enjoyed it, would not willingly give it up for any 
public asylum that could be provided for them. 

The operations of the shop have been more extensive than any 
former year. The amount of sales was--in 1852, $19,289 74; in 
1858, $28,038 58. The amount of wages paid to blind persons 
was—in 1852, $3,993 33 ; in 1853, it was $4,611 55.. 

In 1853, the sales ot the work department of the Institute for the 
Blind in New York amounted to $25,878 18; from which over nine 
thonsand dollars were paid to those engaged in the shop. 

Similar results may be anticipated from the work department of 
any institute, whenever sufficient capital is invested and judicious- 
ly applied. The experiment has succeeded; and not one, but 
many of the blind earn a respectable livelihood by manual labor. 

Here, laborers are ready, but the capital which will give them 
employment is wanting. Shall they continue in idleness, or reap 
the rewards of honest industry? In the minds of liberal men, 
there can be no doubt. l 

Mostof the applicants for admission during the past two years, 
have been adults in the prime of life, born blind, or, by accident, 
suddenly shut out from the bright vision of future happiness or 
manly independence. To these, an opportunity of learning a 
trade was offered, as soon as our work department could give them 
employment. They have asked from the community in which their 
lot is cast, work and not charity; and we confidently, hope that 
so reaeonable a request will ere long be granted.

On the passage of. Senate Bill, No. 10,A bill to incorporate the 
Institute of Purdy, McNairy County,” the undersigned, having 
voted against the passage of said bill, beg leave to give our reasons 
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for so doing, by entering this our protest against the passage of 
said bill. We find, by referring to the act of Assembly passed on 
the 4th day of February, 1850, chapter 181, that the several Circuit 
Courts in this State have all the requisite power to grant charters 
“to promote popular education, by the formation of societies ‘and l7 
institutions of learning.” By the said act, all the powers and pri- 
vileges which are granted by the above-recited act, might have 
been obtained by application to the Circuit Court of McNairy 
County, who would have granted a charter to the applicants; with 
little or no expense, to be paid by the persons wishing to be incor- 
porated ; white this application to the Legislature for-a charter is 
attended with great delay and expense to the people of the State, 
who have no interest whatever in_said incorporation. The under- 
signed beg leave to refer to a report of the Committee on Private 
Corporations, to show that if the Legislature would repel all such 
applications brought before it, and thereby require applicants to go 
into the Courts of the County, at their own expense, to obtain such 
charters, that it would lessen the expense of legislation, and save 
to the State the handsome sum of $50,000 every two years. It 
would shorten the sessions of our Legislature about one-half its 
` usual time of sitting. We cannot get our consent to vote for un- 
necessary laws, and thereby onerate the country with a heavy 
debt, to be liquidated by taxing the people. We consider all these ' 
private acts of incorporation as unnecessary, especially when they 
are expressly provided for by act of Assembly now in full force ; 
but we submit, even in cases not specifically provided for, whether 
we, as the guardians of the people’s interest, ought not at once to 
passa law covering all possible cases, and then let persons wishing 
to be incorporated, resort to the Courts, where they will be strictly 
examined, and no doubt properly granted to applicants, when 
banking’ privileges cannot be inserted and covered up, as has been 
done in legislation.

The undersigned, constituting a majority of the committee ap- 
pointed by the Senate to inquire into the conduct and manage- 
ment of every department connected with the Penitentiary, but 


-more especially into the official conduct of Isaac Paul, Dr. Hall, 


and Aris Brown, as Inspectors of the State Prison, and to ascer- 
tain whether or not either of the Inspectors had violated the law by 
being interested in any contract for the re-building of the prison, 
and to report what legislation was necessary to secure a more faith- 
ful administration of its affairs, beg leave to report, that they have 
had the subject-matter submitted to them under consideration, and 
have given itall the attention it was possible to do, considering 
the late period of the session at which the committee was raised, 
and the great pressure of important public business before the 
Senate requiring their immediate personal attendance. 

They have taken, in wiiting, all the proof which time would al- 
low, whichis most respectfully submitted; and allof this they adopt 
as a part of their report. 

The act of 1829, chap. 38, section 11, provides that “no person 
acting as an Inspector of said Penitentiary, shall be competent to 
receive the appointment of Agent, or any other appointment there- 
in; nor shall the Inspectors or Agent, or any other officer or per- 
son employed in said Penitentiary, be directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in any contract, purchase, or sale, for or on account of 
said prison.” : 

The proof shows that in the month of March last, the prison 
was burned by two of the convicts. There was no law of the 
State providing for such a contingency, and there was no money 
belonging either to the State or prison, which, under the law, 
could be used by the Governor or Inspectors to re-build it. The 
prison was a heap of smoking ruins. The convicts were standing 
about and no place to secure them. To convene the Legislature 
would be attended with great inconvenience and expense to the 
people. The Inspectors, with a most commendable generosity, and 
public spirit, upon their own personal responsibility, borrowed from 
the Banks in Nashville, some twenty thousand dollars, and with- 
out law, but with a due regard for the interest of the State, pro- 
ceeded at once to re-build the prison, trusting to the liberality of 
the Legislature, when it convened, to make such appropriations as 
it might think the public interest required under the circumstances. 
Therefore, to secure the re-building of the prison at the earliest 
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practicable moment, all the bess mechanics in Nashville were at 
once notified to meet the Inspectors at the Penitentiary, which they 
did. It was agreed that each should take as much work as he 
wanted, and the kind of work he wanted, and when finished, the 
work of each should be measured and valued by three competent, 
disinterested mechanics. The consequence was, that every me- 
chanic in Nashville, with one exception, who desired a job, got it. 
That exception was Henry Hill, in whose shop Mr. Paul, the In- 
spector, had an interest. , 

It is proper here to remark, that the Inspectors appointed Mr. 
Paul one of their body as Agent to superintend the letting of the 
work and re-building. When Mr. Hill, with the other mechanics, 
applied to Mr. Paul for a job, he was denied-—Mr. P. stating to him 
at the time “that he would rather he would not take work there,” 
inasmuch as he was interested in his shop, and there’ might be 
some complaint if he did so. Some time after this, however, he 
did give him a small job, the nett profits of which amounted to be- 
tween ninety and one hundred dollars. 

The whole work on the prison, except a small job done by Mr. 
Coleman, was measured and valued by Mr. McCann, Mr. Warren, 
and Mr. Coleman, mechanics of high character and experience, and 
they allowed Mr. Hill the same prices for his work which they had 
allowed to others for the same kind of work. The proof clearly 
shows that this is the only interest which he has had in work or 
contracts for the prison during his whole service as Inspector. 
The Senate may perceive, from the statement of Mr. Paul, his rea- 
son for changing his purpose in giving Mr. Hill work. 

Your committee believe that this was no violation of the letter 
or spirit of said 11th section. They had. for the public good, and 
in a case of great pressing emergency, for which the law made 
no prevision, voluntarily assumed to re-build the prison—for the 
cost of which the State was not liable, neither was the Peniten- 
tiary, but the Inspectors individually. Hence, if neither the State 
or prison were responsible for their acts. they were not guilty of a 
violation of said 11th section. But the Representatives of the peo- 
ple have, during their present session, endorsed their conduct by 
providing means to pay off their liability thus assumed. 

But if the conduct of Mr. Paul can be tortured into a violation 
of the law, your committee believe it was “‘more honored in the 
breach than in the observance ;” for it was impossible to get as 
many workmen as he absolutely needed. He always admitted his 
interest in Mr. Hill’s shop—never denied it. 

As an evidence of the high appreciation by the Legislature of 
Mr. Paul’s services to the State, that body appropriated to. him 
four hundred dollars for his services in superintending the re-build- 
ing of the prison. The proof shows that Mr. Paul is a mechanic, 
a gentleman of high character, great moral worth, and of stern in- 
tegrity.

In regard to Dr. Hall, there is no charge, proof, or suspicion, ‘of 
a violation of the law on his part. 

It is true, that sometime last summer was a year the peniten- 

tiary was without wood ; the engine was about to stop for the 

want of it, and, at the request of Mr. White, the Keeper, Mr. 
Brown, the other Inspector, hauled them some, and charged them 
the same prices for it which he was charging his customers in the 
city. Your committee feel, that this is almost too small a matter 
to be alluded to in this report ; but as it has been a matter of com- 
plaint, they deem it proper to give the facts. 

They have not had time to investigate the official conduct of 
Mr. White, the Keeper, as fully as they desired. It is apparent, 
however, that some more stringent regulations should be adopted 
and enforced in regard to the public stores, and his compensation 
for boarding the Guard. 

Mr. Hays, the Deputy Keeper,’so far as the proof shows, has 
made a faithful and efficient officer. There is no evidence against 
him of official misconduct. It is true, he has been frequently ab- 
sent from the prison, but, with few exceptions, his absence was at 
the instance of the Keeper, and upon official business—the time 
was too short to give his conduct a full examination. For all 
these facts, and others not alluded to in this report, the committee 
refer the Senate to the proof herewith filed. In conclusion, they 
would. state, that they have entered into this investigation with a 
full determination to make a thorough, searching examination of 
the whole matter submitted to them, and to keep nothing back. 
Accordingly, they called Governor Johnson before them, and in- 
terrogated him, without objection, as to his knowledge of miscon- 
duct on the part of the Inspectors and the Deputy Agent, and in 
regard to his own official conduct, as connected with the Peniten- 
tiary, and gave him an opportunity to criminate or exculpate him- 
self; so they did with Mr. Hays, the Deputy Keeper, also with- 
out objection; and they felt that it was due to justice and fair- 
ness to all concerned, to examine Mr. Paul, one of the Inspectors. 
It was our purpose to examine the other two [nspectors, and also 
Mr. White, the Keeper, and were only prevented from doing so 
from the want of time. 

There has been nothing disclosed in the proof which, in our 
opinion, would make it necessary for further legislation in regard 
to the Inspectors. We are satisfied that they have violated no 
law—been guilty of no moral wrong—and from the character of 
the Inspectors, as men of integrity and moral worth, we are satis- 
fied the public interest will not suffer under their administration,

The undersigned, being a minority of the Select Committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the official conduct of the Inspectors of the 
Penitentiary, beg leave to report the evidence taken upon said in- 
vestigation, with the following brief comment : ; 

As the resolution correctly recites upon its face, no Inspector, 
&c., shall be concerned in any contract with the Institution, under 
the 11th section of the act of 1829, your committee were instruct- 
ed to inquire whether the same had been violated, and if so, what 
remedy should be applied ; and in compliance with the same, the 
undersigned are compelled to state, from the proof, that Mr. Isaac 
Paul, one of the Inspectors in the late repairs of the Penitentiary, 
consequent upon the burning of a part of the same, did take, in 
conjnnection with his partner in business, Mr. Henry Hill, a con- 
tract for part of the carpenter’s work, amounting in value to some 
four hundred and fifty or five hundred dollars. [See the testimony 
of J. W. F. Manning, Henry Hill, A. C. Faris, and Gov. Andrew 
Johnson.] : 

They further report that, according to the testimony of Charles 
Hays, Mr. Aris Brown, another one of the Inspectors, furnished 
fire-wood to the prison’ during the year 1854. 

It is not necessary to state that such conduct is in direct violation 
of the above recited act and section. — 

The proof further shows, that Inspector Paul (having, by ap- 
pointment of the other Inspectors, sole letting of the work,) gave 
to his son all, or most all, of the brick work in the repairs. Al- 
though there is no express provision against that, yet, in the opin- 
ion of the undersigned, such was improper, particularly as Mr. 
Paul, alone, selected the appraisers of the work done—his and his 
son’s included—and when, too, at least one of the appraisers was 
a contractor himself. , 

The undersigned have deemed it unnecessary to give a synopsis 
of the testimony, or to make anything like an elaborate report, as 
the proof was all reduced to writing, and is herewith filed as part 
of this report, for the inspection of the Senate and the country. 

The committee were instructed to report what change in the 
law, if any,is demanded. The undersigned, being satisfied that 
the law has been violated in this case, and of course subject to 
violation in others ; and as the law, as it now stands. provides no 
penalty for its infraction, they respectfully recommend that some 
penalty be attached for such disregard of the provisions of the act 
in question, and that the Legislature take action in the -premises.

THE TESTIMONY. 


The select committee appointed by the Speaker of the Senate 
to investigate the affairs of the Penitentiary under the resolution 
submitted by the Senator from Franklin, met this 22d February, 
1856, in the Judiciary Committee Room of the Senate. Present, 
all the members of said committee, to wit: Messrs. Carter, Dean, 
Stokes, Johnson, and Cocke. i 

A. C. Faris, a witness, was introduced and sworn; and states as 
follows: 

Question by Mr. Carter. Please state whether you ever heard 
either of the Inspectors of the Penitentiary say that they were in- 
terested as contractors in any portion of the work of the Peniten- 
tiary ; ifso, what work ? ' 

Answer. The other day I heard Mr. Paul say, that he had never 
denied that he was interested with Mr. Hill in a job of carpenter’s 
work that was done at the prison. 

Please state the value of the cell doors. 

I have never examined the cell doors after they were hung. and 
J cannot state their value. A portion ofthe iron work was done at 
the prison by the convicts.- How much I cannot say. I was pres- 
ent when the carpenters work was given out. There was no 
price agreed upon, but the understanding was, that when the work 
was finished it was to be measured by disinterested individuals, 
and the price to be fixed by them. I did a part of the work my- 


self. 
A. C. FARIS. 

Henry Hill, next sworn, states: 

Question by Mr. Carter. State whether you were a partner or 
foreman for either of the Inspectors in the carpenter’s work done 
at the prison in the recent re-huilding of the same? 

Answer. Mr. Patl and myself were partners in a small portion 
of it. The value of the work done by me as a partner, was $470 
89, except a small job I took from Mr. Conger ; he fearing that he 
would not be able to complete his contract in time, let me have it. 
In this last contract I was a partner with Mr. Paul. In the above 
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sum of $470 89, is included the lumber which constituted at least 
one-half of the bill. One hand could have made about one cell 
door in a day if he took the timber in a rough state, but if dressed 
and prepared for use he might make two, though not finish them 
up and hang them. The hanging and finishing up I would think 
to be about equal to making. It would take about forty-five feet 
of plank to the door; the plank cost three cents and a half per 
foot; it was in the dressed state. The irons were furnished by the 
prison; we paid our hands employed on the doors from eight to 
ten dollars per week. | don’t think Mr. Paul let out any of the 
contracts. I took my contract with the understanding that when 
the work was finished it was to be measured and valued by disin- 
terested men. I did not know the amount of my work until it 
was measured and valued and my bill made out, andI got the 
money. Mr. McCann, Mr Coleman, and Mr. Warren valued the 
work, Ido not believe that either of the Inspectors were interested 
in any other work about the Penitentiary. I don’t know whether 
they were or not, but I don’t believe they were. I applied for 
work at the general letting, but Mr, Paul stated that he would rath- 
er | would not take work then, because of his connection with the 
prison, as exceptions might be taken to it, and stated that I could 
get along without it—that we had some work to do. He stated 
that if I went there and got a large contract, that other mechanics 
might take exceptions to it, as he had the superintendence of the - 
work. After the first meeting of the Inspectors after the letting, 
Mr. Paul informed me that he and Governor Johnson had a con- 
versation, in which the Governor inquired if the letting had been 
satisfactory, andif all had got work; that Paul told him all had 
got work but a man by the name of Hill, and the reason,he had not, 
was, that he was a partner of Paul’s ; the Governor replied that 
that made no difference, that he ougltt to have given him a job and 
not turned him off, and then asked if there was no job he could fix 
up for him then. Mr. Paul’s reply was, that there might something 
come up, And if so he could give him a job hereafter. Then this 
little job for door frames for the smith’s shop presented itself, and I 
got it. I was also to have apart ofthe job for the Hospital, and 
when a little misunderstanding arose between Mr. Paul and Mr. 
Maaning about the work, Mr. Paul told me not to have anything 
more to do with it, and it was let to Mr. Conger. I made a portion 
of the door frames for the smith shop ; this is included in the bill 
of $470 89. The rebuilding of the Penitentiary was a matter of 
great emergency, and all undeitakers that could be found were em- ' 
ployed, and with all this force it could not be put up as fast as it 
was needed. I have never done any work there before or since 
the burning of the Penitentiary, except as above stated. i 
: HENRY HILL. 
J. W. F. Manning, next sworn, states : : 
Question. Please state whether or not you ever heard either of 
45 8 
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the Inspectors of the State Prison say that they were interested in 
any of the contracts for the re-building of the same; if so, who, and 
all about it ? 

Answer. Jheard Mr. Paul acknowledge that he was interested 
with Mr, Hill in some work he was doing on the prison ; this was 
during the rebuilding. I charged him with it and he acknowledged 
it. I had ajob there; I had no contract; I knew of no contract ; 
the understanding was that we were to do the work, and it was to 
be measured and valued by disinterested men, and we were to be. 
paid accordingly ; the valuers were to be mutually selected. I 
got this understanding from Esquire Paul, from whom I got work. 
‘The men chosen were, Mr. McCann, Mr. Coleman, and Mr. Waren, 
all of whom are old carpenters and reliable men ; but all men are 
liable to err—I thought they allowed: me too little on some frames. 
Who selected these gentlemen I do not know; l had no hand in it. 
These men were not interested with Mr. Paulin any of their work 
that I know ; indeed] have no idea they were. Mr. Coleman had 
made some cell doors similar to those Mr. Hill, (Mr. Paul’s partner,) 
had made. If the prison furnished the iron and the carpenters 
made and hung the cell doors, I would think them worth $4 each ; 
if the carpenters made and putin the rivets they would be worth 
more; I think nearly all were riveted in the prison, though many 
many came there with wraught spikes in them; who put in the 
wrought spikes Ido not know; Mr. Paul told me that Mr. Coleman 
had put them in the doors which Mr. Coleman had made; this was 
stopped at the request of the smith. With the material all dressed 
and prepared to hand! could make and tack together with six 
penny nails four doors per day. Iam satisfied that the Inspectors, 
Governor Johnson and all, were anxious to have the building com- 
pleted at as early a day as practicable. The amount of the work 
done on the building by myself and partners, was upwards of 
$3,000; half of this was mine. I think our profits on this job was 
about $600—between four and six—all our work inside except our 
own labor and framing, was done by the convicts. I was*engaged 
in this work some three or four weeks. Mr. Paul expressed great 
anxiety all the time for an early completion of the work. On day 
before yesterday, I heard Mr. Brown, one of the . Inspectors, say 
that he had been guilty of an infraction of the law; for that last 
summer was a year he had hauled some wood there at the request 
of Mr. White, the Keeper, when they were in a press and the engine 
was about to stop for the want of wood, and that he had charged 
it the same price he had let his customers have it; that he expected 
they had ali violated the lawin buying at the prison, for they all 
had accounts there, ; 

. J. W. EF. MANNING. 

Jesse Warren, next sworn, states : 

That he was one of the valuers of the work, and was called up- 
on by Esquire Paul. Mr. Me@ann, Mr. Coleman and myself meas- 
ured and valued all the work done at the Prison except that done 
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- by Mr. Coleman; he refused to value his, and Mr. McCann and my- 
self valued that. We valued all at the usual uniform prices. I 
was urged to do some of the work by Mr. Paul, but I had declined 
to take work there. I was present when the work was let, and 
there seemed to be general satisfaction, every man got work that 
wanted it, and each selected his own work. I heard of no dissatis- 
faction on the part of any of the workmen. about measurement, 
except by Mr. Manning. Mr. Paul manifested great concern and 
anxiety for the early completion of the work. J think he was there 
pretty much all the time the work was progressing. 

l JESSE WARREN. 

James Haynie next called and sworn, states : 

Question. Please state whether or not you ever heard either of 
the Inspectors of the State Prison say that they or either of them 
were interested in the work done at the Penitentiary. 

Answer. I heard Mr, Paul admit that he was interested with Mr. 
Hill in a small job of work done there by Mr. Hill. There was no 
contract for any of the work; each workman was to finish his job, 
and then it was to be measured and valued to him by disinterested 
men. My understanding was, that all the boss workmen in Nash- 
ville were notified, and all who wante1 work got as much work as 
they could do; at least all I heard speak about it were satisfied—I 
did not hear them all speak of it. I heard of no dissatisfaction 
until Mr. Manning complained. After this I was dissatisfied with 
the price allowed me for my work until the thing was explained, 
and I was then very well satisfied. I afterwaids heard Mr. Martin 
complain of Mr. Paul; he said he was not allowed enough’ for his 
frames. Mr. Paul had nothing todo with the measurement or 
prices of the work that I know of: this was done by Messrs. Mc- 
Cann, Coleman and Warren. My understanding was that Mr. 
Paul selected these gentlemen to value the work ; I‘ heard him say 
that he went and got the men; I heard that the Inspectors had 
selected Mr, Paul to superintend the work. I think, Messrs. Mc- 
Cann, Coleman and Warren are all good workmen, regular boss 
carpenters, stand high in the community, and are reliable men. 
think Mr. Coleman made a portion of the cell doors. To furnish 
the lumber and tack them together as I saw them, I would not like 
to make them tor less than $4 00 or $4 50; a portion of them 
were spiked and riveted in the Penitentiary; I do not know that 
they were all spiked and riveted there; I do not mean to fit and 
hang them, but to make them as above stated and deliver them 
there ; I can’t say what it would be worth to fit and hang them 
after they were spiked and riveted, but I would think if they were 
made to fit pretty well that two dollars ought to amply pay for hang- 
ing them, If the lumber was all dressed and prepared to hand, I 
would think one hand vught to make four or five shutters per day. 
I think the lumber of which the shutters were made was already 
dressed, tongued and grooved. Mr. Paul used great exertion and 
manifested great desire to get the work done as soon as possible— 
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as much so as man could, I suppose. The price allowed for work 
at the Prison was customary and usual for such work. I was a part- 
ner of Mr. Manning, and did about $3,200 worth of work, and our 
profits amounted to $600 or $700—perhaps more, or perhaps less. 
William Paul and his partner, Mr. McAllister, did a large portion 
the brick work. “William Paul is the son of Isaac Paul, the Inspec- 
tor. Isaac Paul had some time before quit the brick business ; 
some of his hands were working with his son William, but my un- 


derstanding was that they were‘hired to him. 
JAMES HAYNIE. 


J. W. F. Manning, recalled, states : 

Question. When you charged Mr. Paul with being interested 
in the work on the Prison, what was his excuse? 

Answer, His excuse was ignorance of the law’; that if he had 
violated the law he had done it ignorantly. William Paul done 
the brick work there. I understood that McAllister and him had 
been partners in brick work, and | have never heard of a dissolu-' 
tion. Ido notrecollect of ever seeing McAllister there, though I may 
havedoneso. The principal part of the brick work was done after 
Į left there. There was a small ell of new brick work put up 
while I was there ; I think the patch work was done by the day; , 
one, if not more of the same hands who worked as masons with 
William on the Prison, worked with him the fall before on Mr. El- 
liott’s building ; I never saw Isaac, Paul about the work at Mr. Ei- 
liott’s the year before; Wm. Paul and Mr. McAllister were both 
working on Mr. Elliott's building; they bought their brick of Mr. 
Murrell. Itis usual when two are partners in brick laying for one 
to do attend to the laying, and the other to superintend the outdoor 


business. 
J. W. F. MANNING. 

Governor Johnson being called and sworn, stated as follows: 

Question. Did you ever advise Mr. Paul or either of the other 
Inspectors as to whom they should give work in the rebuilding of 
the State Prison; and more especially, did you ever advise him, or 
either of them, tg give work to a Mr, Henry Hill? 

Answer. I did not;I think on the second morning after the 
burning of the Prison, the Inspectors and myself had a conversa- 
tion as to what should be done ; we concluded, that as there was 
no Jaw making an appriation for such an emergency, and inasmuch 
as the institution had no money which could be used for such a 
purpose, we concluded to borrow the money out of the banks at 
Nashville, and rely upon the Legislature at its next session for an 
appropriation. It was determined that the mechanics in the city 
should be notified in reference to letting out the work. The In- 
spectors and myself were extremely anxious for the building to be 
repaired at as early a day as practicable,- and for the distribution 
of the work among the different mechanics in such quantities as 
would secure that object and give general sAtisfaction. I gave no 
direction as to who should or who should not have work. I hadno 
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_ conversation with Mr. Paul in regard to the contracts after the day 
of the letting that I now remember. 

Question. State whether Mr. Paul and yourself ever had a con- 
versation in which you asked Mr. Paul whether general satisfac- 
tion had been given in letting the work on the Prison, and whether - 
all had gotten work, andin which Mr. Paul said all had gotten 
work that wanted it, except one, and that was a man by the name 
of Hill, who wanted work, but that he felt a delicacy in giving it 
to him as he was his partner, when you replied that made no dif- 
ference—give him a job, &c.; or, did any such conversation ever 
take place between yourself and Mr. Paul? 

Answer. Notthat I remember. If Mr. Paul had informed me, 
he being one of the Inspectors, that he wanted to give work to his 
partner, even in the absence of law, I would have advised against 
it; but the law prohibiting it made it clear and conclusive. About 
the time of the letting, or shortly after, the Keeper of the Prison 
was here at the Capitol, and in a conversation with him in refer- 
ence to the work to be done upon the Penitentiary, I stated to him, 
andin the presence of others, that the Inspectors and Keeper of 
the Prison should be careful in keeping themselves exonerated from 
all suspicion in regard to the contracts for the work and material, 
and read to him the 11th section of the law which prohibits any 
one of the Inspectors from receiving the appointment of Agent or 
becoming interested in any contract directly or indirectly, on ac- 
count of the State Prison. I don’t remember that I ever made 
this statement to the Inspectors, or read them the law. 

Question. Why did you give this caution to the Keeper and 
not to the Inspectors ? e 

Answer. I did not giteit as caution, but merely as information, 
the conversation coming up incidentally. : 

Question. Were youin any way legally bound, or responsible 
for the money procured for the rebuilding of the Prison. 

Answer [In the event the Legislature had failed to make the 
appropriation relieving the Inspectors from the amount they had 
borrowed to repair the Prison, and they had become individually 
responsible, I should have felt morally bound to have incurred the 
responsibility with them. I was not legally bound. I understood- 
the Inspectors had borrowed the money, i 

Question. Were you present at the meeting of the Inspectors 
when Mr. Paul was selected by them to let the work and superin- 
tend the rebuilding ? 

Answer. I don’t think I was with the Inspectors while in ses- 
sion, but I understood he had been selected—this was with my con- 
currence. ; 

Question. Did you receive.at any time, an amount of money 
from the Penitentiary? if so, how much, at what time, for what pur- 
pose, and by what authority ? 

Answer. Never one eent. 

Question. Please state whether you, some time last fall, or at 
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any other time, directed the attention of either of the Inspectors 
to the prohibition in the 11th section of the act of 1829, and tell 
him or them that charges were made on the streets to that effect ? 

Answer, I did. Sometime during last fall I heard a rumor that 
one of the Inspectors had been interestedin some of the contracts 
which had been let out by them for the repairs of the State Prison. 
I then called upon Dr. Hall, one of the Inspectors, for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether there was any foundation for ‘he charge or 
rumor, that Mr. Paul was interested ‘in any of the contracts or not ; 
and stated to him, that if it was not so, that Mr. Paul ought to be 
apprised of the rumor, and that he ought to set himself right in 
the public estimation by showing that the rumor was unfounded. 
Dr. Hall stated to me that he did not know whether it was true or 
not, and that if Mr. Paul had been interested in any of the con- 
tracts it was unknown to him; he also stated to me that he would 
see Mr, Paul and ascertain how the matter stood, and that he would 
advise me accordingly. Sometime after this conversation with Dr. 
Hall, Mr. Paul called upon me himself, and stated that he had been 
informed that I wag down upon him in reference to letting out the 
work and his being interested In the contracts; I replied to Mr. 
Paul that I did not know that I had been down upon him, or that 
‘I had made use of any such expression in connection with his 
name, but that I had heard that he had been interested in the con- 
tracts, and had merely made an effort to obtain correct information 
on the subject without being down upon any body; that I thought 
it was due him as well as myself, that if the charges were untrue 
that-he should set the whole thing right, which was the main rea- 
son I had for making the inquiry. Mr. Paul then replied that he 
had givea out a portion of the work to one of his partners, 
but that he did not know the law prohibited it, and that the 
work had been measured, and that his partner had been paid 
the same prices that others had been paid for the like work. 

Question. Did you ever hear Mr. Paul charged with being in- 
terested in any work on the State Prison except in work for its re- 
building ? 

Answer. Il never heard Mr. Paul charged with being interested 
in any work done for the State Prison except in the re-building of 
the same, but heard it rumored that he was interested in other con- 
tracts for the repairs of the Prison consequent upon the burning, 
beside the one above referred to. 

Question by Col. Johnson. Did you advise any officer of the 
State Prison to employ lawyers, and state that you would see the 
bill paid, or words to that effect ? 

Answer. I answer as follows: While Mr. Hays was Keeper of 
the Penitentiary, there was a suit of replevin brought against him 
for the Penitentiary by three persons, to-wit: Messrs. Ament, Sloan, 
and Smith, who assumed to be Inspectors. Mr. Hays seemed to 
be in some doubt as to the course he should take as Keeper. I 
told M. Hays that he was rightfully in possession of the State 
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Prison, and not to surrender it until he was required to do so by le- 
gal process, and to let the Sheriff make his return to the court, and 
let the suit take its legitimate course ; and not to give up the State 
Prison to any one, and that I would stand by him, let the conse- 
quences be what they might. My advice to Mr. Hays was sub- 
stantially to take all the steps necessary to retain the possession of 
the Prison, and keep it out of the hands of a set of persons who 
were trying to obtain it by foul or fair means, -and as I believed 
they and their advisers were not very scrupulous as to which. I 
do nət remember that I advised him to “employ lawyers, but if ne- 
cessary to do so, I intended to embrace it. I intended, that what- 
ever responsibility was incurred, to stand by him. 

Question. Governor Johnson, much has been said in reference 
to your having approached one of the Inspectors and demanding of 
him that he should either resign or re-elect Mr. White Keeper. 
Please state all that took place becween yourself and that Inspector; 
how you came to appoint him, and all in reference to that matter. 
State also. whether you demanded the removal of Mr. Hays; if 
so, state the grounds of your demand or request. State also, all 
you may remember in reference to that matter. 

Answer. The substance of the conversation between Dr. Hall 
and myself, is as follows: Some short time since I called at Dr. 
Hall’s office ; he was not in; I left a note requesting him to call 
and see me at the Capitol,at my room. According to request, Dr. 
Hall called on me at the Capitol, and while there, we entered into 
some general conversation in reference to the Penitentiary—its 
management, election of a Keeper, &c. [ stated to Dr. Hall that 
l thought there ought to be some changes in the officers, or reform- 
ation in their conduct as officers of the Prison; I also stated to 
him from the best information that I could obtain, that Mr. Hays, 
the second Keeper, was not at the Prison more than one-fourth of 
his time, and not going into further detail, I was of the opinion, in- 
dependent of all political considerations, that the interest of the 
Prison and of the State required his removal, and the appointment 
of some one who would discharge their duties, and thereby pro- 
mote the interest of the State. I also stated to Dr. Hall, that 
while | was free to express an opinion in reference to Mr. Hays’ 
removal, I was equally free in saying to him that I desired the con- 
tinaance of Mr. White as principal Keeper, if he had faithfully 
and honestly discharged his duty. . But these were merely my opin- 
ions; it was a matter for the consideration of the Inspectors to 
to determine, and not me. Dr. Hall then stated to me that he 
thought it was due to himself and to me also, to state that he had 
changed the relations he occupied to me when I nominated him as 
Inspector—that since that nomination he had become a member of 
this new order—that he believed its leading features were tight, 
and that so believing, he had changed his party relations, but in 
that connection he wished to state that? he was not acting under . 
the obligation that was assumed by most of those who became. 
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members of the order; that he was not under the obligation.of 
the oath usually attributed to them. I then stated to Dr. Hall 
that it would be as well for us to close all further conversation up- 
on the subject; that he knew the circumstances under which I had 
nominated him before, and the political relations that he had as- 
sumed towards me; I then stated to him that I would be as frank 
with him as he had been with me; that my relations with him had 
not been changed, personally, politically, nor religiously ; that I en- 
tertained the same opinions now that | did when I nominated him 
as one of the Inpectors, to the Senate two years ago, but as he had 
changed his relations, I was free to say to him that, acting upon the 
principle that he had laid down himself when I first appointed him, 
that, as an honorable man, he ought to release or exonerate me 
from all official connection with him, and to place me where I stood 
before [ nominated him ; to which Dr. Hall made some evasive or 
indefinite reply; some gentlemen coming in interrupted the con- 
versation, and it was postponed to a meeting to be had at his office. 
I called at Dr. Hall’s office, according to appointment, and the con- 
versation already related was substantially repeated. Two years 
ago, before and after Dr. Hall had been nominated, he laid down, 
as a principle for his action, that if he could not carry out and sus- 
tain the will and wish of those that conferred the appointment upon 
him, he would not hold it any longer than he could write his resig- 
nation, and he looked upon the condugt of those Inspectors who 
were trying to hold their places contrary to the will of the Execu- 
tive and Senate, as being dishonorable and unworthy of gentlemen 
who were qualified to be Inspectors. One principle upon which 
these gentlemen were nominated was, that the officers of the Prison 
should be as equplly divided as practicable between Davidson and 
the other counties of the State; that the other counties had an 
equal right to participate in the offices as much so as the county in 
which the Prison was located. 

Question. State what reply Dr. Hall made to you when you 
expressed to him the opinion that Hays should be removed, and 
that White should be retained ? 

Answer. He expressed no dissent, but stated if, upon investiga- 
tion, he was satisfied that Mr. Hays should be removed, that he 
should be as far from continuing him there as any one. He did 
not, as I remember, express any opinion in regard to retaining or 
removing Mr. White. 

Question. Were the Messrs. Ament, Sloan, and Smith, the gen- 
tlemen who had the controversy with Mr. Hays about the State 
Prison, the same persons nominated by you and confirmed by the 
Senate two years ago as Inspectors ? 

Answer. They were; and afterwards their confirmation was 
rescinded by the Senate and their nominations withdrawn, and 
three other gentlemen nominated and confirmed by the Senate, 

„which was decided to be right and legitimate by the Circuit and 
Supreme Courts of the State, 
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Question. Did you not inform the three first Inspectors of their 
confirmation, and urge them to enter upon the discharge of their 
duty ? 

ee The three Inspectors called upon me at my room after 
their nomination, and there was some general conversation took 
place in reference to how they should proceed, and when; what 
the precise details of that conversation were, I do not remember. 
They proceeded to act, and in their action violated, as I conceived 
most outrageously, the very principle upon which they had been 
nominated, which was, that the offices of the Prison should be di- 
vided between Davidson and the other counties, and I therefore 
took the most efficient steps in my power to dissolve all connec- 
tion with them. . 

Question. Did you not inform them of their nomination, and 
advise them to elect Mr. White Keeper ? 

Answer. I did not. I stated to them while ‘at my room, before 
they went to the Penitentiary, that they had been nominated upon 
the principle of dividing the offices between Davidson and the 
other counties, which they seemed to understand, and acquiesced 
in as being right. I also stated to them, that in the division of the 
offices upon this principle, that in the event they determined to 
appoint the Keeper outside of Davidson County, that Lincoln 
County presented stronger claims than any other, and that her 
claims ought to be duly considered; that she presented an appli- 
cant in the person of Mr. White, who had been recommended by 
nine Senators, who had coufirmed their nomination, and a large 
number of citizens from Lincoln and Franklin Counties, and that 
I was free to say to them that if they put the appointment out of 
Davidson County, that Lincoln was entitled to it; but on the con- 
trary, if they did act, and gave it to Davidson, that Lincoln must 
take her chances for the other places. 

Question. Did you inform them of their confirmation by the 
Senate ? 

Answer. Itis probable I did. 

Question. In what particulars did they most outrageously vio- 
late the principle above referred to? 

Answer. In making all the appointments from Davidson Coun- 
ty, conferring some of them upon their own relatives, and others 
held in reserve, to be disposed of, as it was believed, in the same 
way. 

Question. Did or did not Mr. Paul discharge his duty in re- 
building the Prison ? 

Answer. I donot think he did ; and especially so in giving con- 
tracts for work to his own partner, which he confessed to me he 


had done. 
ANDREW JOHNSON. 


David C. Love, next sworn, states : ? 


Question by Col. Johnson. Have you been @lerk of the Peni- | 
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tentiary ; if so, did you pay out any money, or record the payment 
of lawyer’s fees; if so, for what services and upon what au- 
thority ? 

Answer. I was Clerk in the Penitentiary from 15th January, 
1852, to about Ist August, 1854. While I was acting as Clerk, an 
acconnt for one hundred dollars was sent out two or three times 
by Mr. Houston, a lawyer of this place, for services rendered in 
the case of Page against Hays, in the suit about the Prison. Ide- 
clined payingit. At length Mr. Houston came out himself’; there 
was much said to me, both by Mr. White and Mr. Hays, about pay- 
iug it; I can’t say that any one advised me to pay it; I, however, 
paid that and several other small fees for other matters—the pay- 
ment of claims against the Prison was pretty much left to me. 

Question by same. Did you hear any conversation between Mr. 
Winston and Mr. Hays about that suit? 

Answer. I heard some conversation between them, but did not 
pay much attention to it. I heard the Governor tell Hays to go on 
with the suit. ‘Ihe Governor said, and my understanding from 
what I heard from others was, that he would bear the expenses of 
it if, Hays had it to pay. I did not hear the Governor say that he 
would foot the bill, but my understanding from the conversation 
was that the Governor would pay the expenses if Hays lost it. I 
was in an adjoining room, or entrance to the Prison. 

Question. Do you know Mr. Paul well? if so, what is his gene- - 
ral character for honesty, uprightness, and integrity ? « 

Answer. I have known him well for ten or twelve years, and 
have as much confidence in him as in any man upon earth, and in 
any assertion he would make. 

Question by Governor Johnson. May not the impression made 
upon your mind in reference to paying expenses of suit, &c., have 
been made in consequence of conversations had with Mr. Hays 
and the other officers of the Prison, instead of any particular ex- 
pression made by me on that occasion ? 

Answer. The impression was made partly from conversation 


with Hays and others, and from the conversation between Gov. 
Johnson and Hays. 


DAVID C. LOVE. 


Henry Hill recalled. : 

Question. Please: state what were the profits on the work done 
by you in the rebuilding of the State Prison, in which Mr. Paul was 
interested ? 

Answer. I cannot say precisely, but should think the nett profits 
were not less than one hundred dollars. 

Question. Who did the principal part of the brick-work there? 

Answer. The principal part was done by Wm. R. Paul and Mr. 
McAllister ; ‘they were partners. I think Wm. R. Paul hired of his 
father two brick-masons. Mr. Paul, the Inspector, has been out 
of the business about two years, about which time he sold out to 
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Wm. R. Paul and Mr. McAllister, and had his hands hired out. I 
caanot say what the brick work done there by Paul & McAllister is 
worth: they had to pull down and work up the old brick. Iwould 
hate to go there, and rebuild the brick work as they did it, for less 
than fifteen hundred or two thousand dollars, and [ would not say 
that that was a fair estimate. Iam no brick-mason, but a carpen- 
ter. Wm. R. Paul is from 24 to 26° years of age: I do not know 
the extent of his means; but since he has been doing business, if 
he had not means, his father could furnish’him. I never knew 
him out of means. He has been doing business for himself about 
three years. 

Question. Who measured up the brick work ? 

Answer. Richard Shaffer and Samuel Watkins measured the 
ee ag are good workmen, and competent judges of the value 
of work. 3 ; 


HENRY HILL. 


Charles M. Hays, next sworn, states : 

Question. Please state what was the conduct of Mr. Paul in re- 
gard to the energy and anxiety he manifested in the speedy re- 
building of the State Prison. ; 

4 aaa I don’t think any man could have done more than he 

id. * 
Question. Did you have any conversation with Gov. Johnson in 
regard to the payment of costs and lawyers’ fees in the case of Page 
against yourself? if so, what? 

Answer. I had a conversation with Gov. Johnson at his room in 
the Planters’ Hotel before the suit was brought by Page. He said 
to me, go ahead and employ able counsel, and whatever expense I 
was at, that he would pay or shoulder it. I forget which. Page or 
the Board of Inspectors were then talking about bringing the suit. 
I employed three counsel: their bills were one hundred dollars 
each. I did not pay them: they were paid after I went out of 
office. My understanding is that this sum was paid by the Pen- 
itentiary. 

Question. Would you have defended the suit if you had not 
been advised by Gov. Johnson to do so ? 

Answer. I never intended to get intoa difficulty to hurt myself. 
I intended to take legal advice, and shape my conduct accordingly. 
I counselled with no lawyer on the subject before the suit was 
brought, unless it was with my brother-in-law, Mr. Robert Smiley. 

Question. Was Gov. Johnson the cause of the course you pur- 
sued ? 

Answer. Most unquestionably he was. 

Question, Please say whether the conduct of the present Inspee- 
tors of the Prison has been proper: if not,in what particular have 
they abused their trust, and how does their conduct, as men of in- 
tegrity, compare with fornier Inspectors ? 

- Aaswer.-If their conduct has been improper, I am not aware of 
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it. I have been under one Board of Inspectors beside them, who 
were good men, I know. They gave all attention necessary to be 
given to the Prison: circumstances have rendered it necessary in 
the last two years for the present Board to give more attention to 
the affairs of the Prison than was necessary under the administra- 
tion of the preceding Board, and that has been done. I do not 
mean that the former Board had not done their duty. I only mean 
that the present Board have given it more attention than the for- 
mer, from the tact that it required more attention—Esq. Paul more 
than any other. 

Question. Do you know of any instances of fraud, peculation, 
or violations of the law on the part of the present Board, or either 
of them, in their conduct as Inspectors ? s 

Answer. I do not know of any instance of the kind. If it is a 
violation of the law for an Inspector to furnish materials, or be in- 
terested in contracts for work for the Prison, then I do know, from 
Esq. Paul’s admission, that he was interested in Mr. Hill’s contract 
for the rebnilding of a portion of the Prison, and Aris Brown tur- 
nished wood—I think the greater portion, if not all, that was de- 
livered by him, was hauled year before last. : 

Question. Were you Keeper at the time of the conversation be- 
tween Gov. Johnson and yourself above referred to, and are you 
not now Assistant Keeper? 

Answer. Yes, Sir. 

Question. What proportion of your time during the day, have 
you spent at the Prison, since you have been Assistant Keeper ? 

Answer. Sometimes I have business of my own to attend to— 
more in the last twelve months than usual. With the exception 
of that, I have never been absent, unless upon out door business 
connected with the Prison, and which is the legitimate duty of the. 
Deputy Agent to attend to; such as making contracts of various 
kinds for materials. With a few exceptions, I have never been ab- 
sent as much as one day, and that with the permission of Mr. 
White, the Keeper; and the duties I performed outside—such as 
buying materials and giving contracts—this was done by me be- 
cause my experience in making such contracts gave me a better’ 
knowledge of the value of materials than any person about the 
Prison ; and all this was done with the knowledge, and consent, 
and wish of Mr. White, the Keeper. 

Question. Please state specifically what proportion of your time 
you have spent from the Prison, when not engaged in business 
connected therewith. 

Answer. I have not been absent as muchas one day in the week 
attending to my own business. I cannot state the precise amount 
of time. I may have been absent more than that, but I have never 
been complained of by the Keeper on account of absence, to whom 
Tam alone amenable. When Í agreed to remain there with Mr. 
White, as his Depnty, it was the understanding between him and 
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myself that I was to have all the privileges that I had while I was 
Agent. . . : 

Question. State whether you have not, either directly or tindi- 
rectly, used your influence to keep the present Board in, with a 
view to yourself being being appointed Keeper of the Prison ? 

Answer. I can answer most emphatically that I have not. 

Question. State whether you did not, in the presence and hear- 
ing of others, a short time sinee, say that, Andy Johnson, G—d 
d—n him, we have him where we had him two years ago, and now 
we intend to make use of it; or words to that effect ? 

Answer. I state emphatically, that I did not. I have not sworn 
an oath in fifteen years. : : i 

Question. Does Mr. White, the Keeper of the Prison, keep 
boarders? if so, how many? at what rates ? and from what quar- 
ter does he get his supplies, whether by his own purchase, or 
from the supplies purchased for the Prisen ? 

Answer. He does keep boarders, to wit: the guards of the 
Prison, or a portion of them, perhaps as many as ten, at one hnn- 
dred dollars each per year, for their eating. Ever since March 
last, young Mr. White and his wife have been staying alternately 
with his father, the Keeper, and with Mr. Clemens, his father-in- 
law. Ihave frequently seen him going around with visitors there, 
assisting in that respect. He gets his supplies partly from the 
State, and partly out of his own purse—what quantity of each, I 
do not know. l 

Question. Has it not been the custom of the Inspectors to set 
apart supplies for the family of the Keeper ? 

Answer. They did it for me. I have understood that it was the 
custom of Mr. McIntosh, who was Keeper for many years, to get 
his supplies out of those bought for the Prison; to what extent I 
am unable to say. I was the successor of Mr. McIntosh, and when 
I came in, there being no law which authorized me to get supplies 
from that quarter, the Inspectors set apart what was necessary for 
me and my family. i 

Question. Please state what is the character of Mr. Paul for 
honesty, integrity, and veracity ? 

Answer. I have known him since I was a boy, and I think there 
is no man in the community who stands higher as a man of strict 
honesty and fairness in all his dealings; his veracity is beyond 
question. I also state, that I know nothing against Mr, White, in 


his official capacity, nor in any other. i

Mr. Paul was then sworn, and states as follows : 


Question. Mr. Paul, please state all you know in relation to the 
rebuilding of the State Prison, the letting of the job, your inter- 
est in Mr. Hill’s shop, your conversation with Governor Johnson in 
relation thereto, and all material facts connected with this inves- 
tigation. 

Sometime during the .winter of 1853-4, I: was appointed one of 
the Board of Directors of the Penitentiary of Tennessee, and after 
being duly qualified, entered upon the duties of that position, and 
so continued up to the present time. 

About the last of March, 1853, the Prison was set on fire by two 
of the convicts, and all the shops, sheds, and one wing of the cells, 
were consumed. The next morning, the Inspectors met togethir 
at the Penitentiary, to consider of the proper course to pursue 
in the premises. Governor Johnson met the Inspectors at the same 
time and place; he also met with us frequently afterwards, coun- 
selling and advisihg the Inspectors in their proceedings. At the 
first or second meeting, Governor Johnson stated to the Inspect- 
ors that he had examined and could find no law contemplating a 
burning of the Prison, and that there was none authorizing the 
payment of money out of the State Treasury for the purpose of 
rebuilding. There were some two hundred and thirty or forty 
convicts without means to work, without shops, tools, or materials, 
and many of them without cells to sleep in. The Inspectors 
resolved, with the concurrence of the Governor, to rebuild. They 
gave their individual notes for the money necessary to proceed 
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with the work, which were promptly discounted by the Union and 
Planters’ Bank, and the Bank of Tennessee. 

The emergency was great, and the interest of the State required 
speedy action. The Inspctors determined to let the work in par- 
cels or jobs to various mechanics, in order to secure its completion 
in the shortest possible time. This determination was strength- 
ened by the entire approbation of the Governor, who suggested, 
in addition, that, inasmuch as there was some harsh feeling among 
the mechanics of Nashville towards the system of convict labor 
in their midst, if they were permitted to share the work of re- 
building, that feeling might be molified. 

. Accordingly, the Inspectors notified, personally, many of the 
mechanics of Nashville to meet them at the prison on a certain 
day, (two or three days after the burning,) that the work would 
then be apportioned among them. I think there was scarcely a 
mechanic in Nashville who was not advised of the meeting. The 
day came, the Inspectors met, the Governor meeting with them, 
and 1 was appointed by my colleagues,of the Board to superin- 
tend the giving out of the work and its execution, I immedi- 
ately proceeded to the discharge of the duties thus imposed 
upon me—dividing the work among from twenty to thirty per- 
sons, including those who furnished brick and other materials. 
My. Henry Hill was present on the evening of which I am now 
speaking, desiring a job. Having been appointed to superinted 
the business, and being interested in Mr. Hills shop, I refused 
to allow him any work. On this occasion, and before the work 
was apportioned, I annpunced to the mechanics présent that the 
Inspectors had determined teat the work should be done and pay- 
ments made in the following manner: All who did any work should, 
on their part, perform what they might undertake—when the work 
was completed, it should be measured by three disinterested per- 
.sons who should fix the price of the same, after ascertaining the 
amount, at the usual rates of such work in the city. This was 
unanimously agreed to by the mechanics present, and the most. of 
the was accordingly let that evening. After the work was done, 
Richard McCann, Jesse Waien, and Jordan Coleman, all boss mz- 
chanics, and in every sense capable and reliable men, were select- 
ed to measure and appraise the work. (Mr. Coleman did a smail 
_ job of work, and was selected at the request of Mge Warren, as he 
was a good pensman,&c. But the work done by Wr. Coleman was 
measured and appraised by McCann and Warien.) Their meas- 
urement and prices gave as general satisfaction as could be ex- 

ected. ‘ 

à { undertook first to do the brick work of the re-building with 
day labo: ers; butsoon found that I could not get on as well as by 
paying by the thousand. I applied to Mr. Watkins to furnish and 
lay 100,000 or more, but his other engagements prevented his tak- 
‘ing the job. I then employed Paul & McAllister (the former being 
my son) with the understanding that the number of brick laid by 
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them should be ascertained and the price fixed by disinterested men, 
which was done by Sam’l Watkins & R. W. Shaffer. Their bill 
amounted toabout $1,000. Other brick masons and hands were 
employed in the brick work, Paul & McAllister had some of my 
own hands at work with them at the time as they had had for the 
year previous. 

The first time that Gov. Johnson met with us after the letting of 
the work, he inquired if I had*so divided the work as to give general 
satisfaction among the mechanics. [replied thatI believed that 
every man that wanted work had obtained it, (as there were some 
that had refused to take a job,) except Henry Hill—whom I had 
refused. The Governor then asked if there was nota job for him. 
I replied that I might have divided the work as to have given him 
a job—but I was interested in the shop he (H.) was carrying on, 
and therefore had refused him. To which the Governor replied in 
substance that made no difference; if I could, to give him a job. I 
told him I knew of no work at that time, but if any thing offered I 
would comply with his suggestion. 

Thad reserved the making of the door-frames, as they were of 
various sizes, for the convicts in the prison—-soon after the above 
conversation with the Governor, the door-frames were needed. Mr. 
Keaton, the foreman of the carpenter shop of the prison, then told 
me that they had no tools or lumber to make frames, and that I 
would have to: get the work dene outside. I then called upon Mr. 
Hill, and he made all the frames that were required at that time 
and as soon as the convicts got to work they made the balance of 
the door frames. ` .. 

After the letting out of the work as above detailed, the Inspec- 
tors, changed somewhat the plan of the shops or series of shops by 
running them back parallel with each other instead of forming a 
hollow square by uniting on the north as they had done before 
the burning. This change made it necessary to form a room ior 
the protection of the steam boiler and stack which .was not con- 
templated inthe beginning. This room while it protects the boiler 
and stack, is used for a paint shop and for wool carding. Mr. 
Henry Hill also did this job, The lumber, nails and all amounted 
to $358 89 100. The making the door frames and furnishing the 
lumber and delivering them at the prison, amounted to $112 00— 
making altogether $470 89-100. All of the work done by Mr. 
Hill was done upon like terms with the other work. McCann, 
Warren, and Coleman, measured and appraised the work and Mr. 
Hill was paid according to their cirtificate—which is on file among 
the papers of the prison. : . 

This is a brief narrative of the factsas they occurred, and em- 
bedies substantially all the main facts of the affair. 

Question. Mr. Paul you will state whether or not you ever had 
one or more interviews with Gov, Johnson during «the past winter, 
in regard to the removal or retention of Mr. White, the Keeper, or 
Mr. Hays the qeputy Keeper. 
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Answer. Sometime during the present session of the Legisla- 
ture, I think since Christmas, I-called at. :the- Governors room in 
the Capitol, and stated to -him that a gentleman had told me that 
he was opposed or down upon me as,an Inspector, on account of 
some building done by a partner of mine at the prison; he stated 
that he did not know thatthe was opposed or down upon me. I 
then reminded him of the conversation we had at the Penitentiary 
with regard to giving Mr. Hill some work. . He told me that he did 
not understand me to say that Mr. Hill was a partner, for that 
would violate the law governing Inspectors. .Wehada good deal 
of conversation at that time in relation to the management of the 
prison; some gentlemen. came in during the conversation and I 
left. He tollowed me out of the door and insisted that.1 would call 
and see him again ina few days. He asked meif we.were going 
to keep Mr. Hays at the prison, and told me that he was not there 
one fourth of his time, and read me the law setting forth the duties 
of an assistant keeper, stating that we: ought to go there. and put 
Mr. Hays out. I told the Governor it was likely ‘that was 
like other overseers—at the ‘close of -their service Mr. Hays 
were more neglectful than they ought to be—and that Ihad no 
disposition to justify Mr. Hays in the neglect of -his duty, nor would 
not do it ; but that the agent had the power to dismiss the assis- 
tant at any time. Women coming in, I left; he followed-me to the 
door, and insisted that I would call in a few days and see him again. 
I called the next week. He asked’ me what we had determined to 
do in regard to Mr. White and Mr. Hays? I told him I had not 
conferred with any of the Inspectors on the subject, and thought it 
useless as we might be superceded in a few days by a new board, 

He stated that there would be no necessity for a new Board if Mr. 
White was continued. I told him Mr. White was our agent, and 
that no resolution we could pass would make him more’so; for if 
one pass such a resolution, a new Board would not be bound by it. 
Now, said he, what objection have you to making Mr. White the 
Agent, and throw the-responsibility on him to make the Assistant? 
as we have possession of the prison for four. years, let’s manage it 
so as to bring up a good report. I then reminded him that he would 
have to nominate to the Senate either the present or.a new Board, 
and that they would make a formal election of Keeper, as had been 
usual. He got the book:and read the law, and-ingisted that there 
was no necessity for a change of Keeper, if Mr.-White had done 
his duty. Itold Gov. Johnson if it was.his wish or ‘object to get 
me to say that I would vote for Mr. White or any other man, he 
would have to tell me then and there, who would be thie candidates ; 
but while the field was open any man had a right to run, and I felt 
that J was sworn to select from among the candidates the man best 
calculated to fill the place. He then.asked me who were candi- 
dates? 1 told him I knew of but one man except Mr. White, but 
that every one was in suspense as to who are to be Inspectors, 
and if they knew who they were to be, I suppose there would be 
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candidates a plenty. He then stated he could not see what objec- 
tion I could have to continuing Mr. White. I told him I had no par- 
ticular objection myself; he then asked who else had a right to ob- 
ject? I told him any man-in Tennessee who wished the place and 
was qualified, There was a good deal of such conversation be- 
tween us at this time, but I think I have given the most of it. ~ 

Question. Did Mr. White ever call upon the Inspectors to see 
about any provisions for his family out of the stores of the prison ? 

Answer. He never spoke to me on the subject, and the Board 
never had such a proposition before them. 

Question by Mr. Carter. Were you aware of the substancy of 
the proof against you, and particularly the testimony of Gov. John- 
son, before you were introduced ds a witness ? 

Answer. Iwas aware of the most of the testimony in the case, 
and a large portion of that given by Gov. Johnson. 

Question. State if your answer to the first interrogatory, was 
not prepared in writing before you were introduced and adopted 
by a majority of the Committee, as an answer ‘to the same? 

Answer. It was prepared in writing by myself and not seen by 
one of the Committee to my knowledge until I was sworn, nor did 
one of the committee know what it would contain. I and Dr. Hall 
were notified by one of the Committee that time was precious, and 
to write out our statements and bring them before the Committee 
to save time. The member of the Committee who requested us to 
do so was Col. Johnson. 

Question. Was not that statement prepared with a knowledge 
of what Gov. Johnson had stated,-and with a view to answer the 
statements of the Committee ? 

Answer. It was not, But to bring the facts fairly before the 
Committee.’ 

Question. Do you not know that Mr. Hays has been very re- 
miss in the discharge of his duties as Assistant Keeper ? 

Answer. I believe that no one but Gov. Johnson and Dr. Hall 
has called my attention to that thing. Dr, Hall, after he and Gov. 
Johnson talked about it, had an interview with me in regard to 
the matter with a view to investigate it. I donot know that he 
had been remiss in the discharge of his duties,

When called at the beginning of this session, by your partiality, 
to preside over the deliberations of this body, I took occasion to 
remind you of my inexperience in those niceties of parliamentary 
regulations, admitted by all as necessary to the ends of legislation, 
and to invoke your assistance in the discharge of the duties of the 
position you had assigned me. Ihave not, Senators, relied in vain 
upon you; and, with your complimentary resolution of thanks, to 
be ever treasured in the memory of the heart as ita chief posses- 
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sion, will be always unchangeably associated this two-fold indebt- 
edness. . 

We are about, gentlemen, bringing to a close one of the most 
protracted, arduous, and, I may add, harmonious sessions of the 
State Senate known to the history of our people. = 

Diversity of opinion upon the great measures of State policy 
which we have been called to meet and discuss, could but exist ; 
but the amenity and courtesy which have marked your debates 
have demonstrated to me that individual struggle for triumph - 
found its impelling motive alone in a patriotic and conscientious 
regard for the promotion of the common interests of the State. 
The tone of the policy which has guided your deliberations has 
been remarkable for its liberality, an elevation strictly in har- 
mony with the generous impulses of a great and growing 
constituency. While, in the exercise of this developing and en- 
couraging policy, prospective liabilities were necessarily incurred, 
yet never, we trust, beyond what a rational anticipation of pros- 
pective good would sanction as wise and judicious. The peculiar 
geographical position of our State—lying upon the great highway 
of the continent—forces her surface to become seamed and check- 
ered by railroads, which, while they relieve her insular position — 
from that otherwise insuperable obstacle to her prosperity, stimu- 
lates her agriculture and mechanic arts, and imparts an awakened - 
vitality to every industrial pursuit, by insuring that reward which 
makes toil a recreation and a blessing. Her territory is a common 
centre of attraction for the channels of overland commerce from 
the North, from the South, from the East, and the West. 

It was impossible, then, for her people not to awaken to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that her geographical position, which, in the first 
quarter of this century, seemed fatal to that. prosperity and great- 
ness indicated by her inexhaustible mines, and no less inexhaustible 
soil, had, at the end of the second quarter, from the great modern 
discovery of steam land-travel, become propitious to her future 
glory and happiness. Prudent forecast, indeed, would not hazard 
the injury of the present generation to the prospective, and, there- 
fore, to some extent, questionable prosperity of the next; and 
there is wisdom in that legislative caution which prefers the ills to 
which long usage has accustomed us, to the results of expensive 
experiments, whose revelations slumber in the future. ae 

The councils, therefore, of the hopeful and impetuous, are tem- 
pered by those of the wise and prudent, the latter naturally re- 
ceding as the former advances, until a mutual reaction of.extremes 
harmonize upon a common centre. This is as near an approxima- 
tion to legislative wisdom as is attainable in the imperfect state of 
-the human understanding, and an intelligent and religious con- 
stituency, while they should not be satisfied with less, will exact no 
more of their representatives. 

The wise and patriotic framers of the constitution of our beloved 
State enjoyed encouraging visions of her future prosperity, and 
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not only permitted, but enjoined upon the representatives of her 
people, the encouragement of a well regulated system of Internal 
Improvements. Under this requirement this, and preceding Legis- 
latures, have felt it incumbent upon them to foster and sustain 
such Public Improvements as wisdom indicated, were planned for 
the development of the resources of the State, or the encourage- 
ment of the great industrial interest of her patrotic people. 
Whether we, gentlemen, have gone beyond, or stopped short of 
these prudent limits is not for us to determine, but must be sub- 
mitted to the arbitrament of time and a generous constituency. 

The multiplication of railroads within our’ borders secure to our 
people an additional and peculiar blessing. They will expunge 
home sectional jealousies which can no longer point to mountain 
or river as even questionable authority for evidence, for the one 
will be tunnelled, and the other bridged, and all geographical 
boundaries obliterated. There will be no East, no Middle, no 
West, which once constituted our Legislature the Congress of the 
three Tennessees, but united and consolidated, this great State. will 
assume her destined position as the great conservative heart of the 
nation. 

Common School Education necessary to the moral development 
of any people, and essential to the perpetuity ot free institutions, 
while it has at no time in this State received that legislative en- 
couragement which so vital an interest demands, has, it is to be 
hoped, been placed upon a surer footing for the achievement o 
good, and no patriot will dismiss the hope that the wisdom of our 
successors, will be equal tothe development of an Educational 
System so ample and beneficent as shall secure to the entire pop- 
ulation of the State, the blessings of common school instruction, for 
an intelligent people long accustomed to the enjoyment of civil 
and religious liberty are invincible. The progress of civilization 
and enlightenment in any country is dependent upon the moral 
and intellectual development of her people, and human freedom 
finds its only sure anchorage in the intelligence of the masses. 

Gentlemen, this has been a long session. More than five months 
have merged into the past since we' assembled in this magnificent 
Capitol, provided by the munificence of a great people. It has 
been a session conspicuous for the labor which it has accomplished. 
Amid our toils, the visions of distant homes and loved inmates 
would come to gladden the heart with their cheering sunshine, and 
awaken an ardent desire for the coming of the day which is now 
upon us, Then, the heart longed for the endearing associations of 
home, bnt now, it saddens over the contemplation of ties, cement- 
ed by a common service for a common end, about to be sundered 
forever. The Senate of the State of Tennessee, we will believe, 
will continue to hold its biennial sessions while these marble walls 
endure, and long after they shall steadily but silently have wasted 
away into their native elements, but the individuals which compose 
it now, will compose it no more, forever. \ 
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The presence of this sad truth acknowledges no kindred emo- 
tion. Enshrined alone in the great depths of the human heart, it 
sits, for the time, a melancholy but pleasing monopoly. In the 
perfection of our political system, we are to be lost in the great 
multitude from whom, we afew short months ago emerged, and at 
the appointed time others will arise out of the same living ocean to 
supply our places. But, there, or here, we will not forget the en- 
dearments of a friendship springing from an association in a com- 
mon cause, fostered by reciprocal courtesies and cemented bya 
generous desire to deserve well of each other, and of a common 
country. 

Itremains, gentlemen, but for me to add the word farewell, and 
to declare officially, as [ now do, that this Senate is adjourned 
without day. —-
